With  "mixed  feelings"  the  announcement  is  made,  for  what  one  of  us. 
liming  in  mind  these  years  of  service  which  Mr.  George  Warren  Tower  has 
rendered  to  the' Society,  can  fail  to  hold  in  affectionate  regard  the  genial  pro- 
prietor of  the  Old  Home- 
stead in  his  late  capacity 
of  chief  executive  '  officer. 
In  his  continued  role  of 
member  of  the  Executive 
Hoard  he  will  act,  we  be- 
lieve, as  vigorously  aud 
helpfully  as  before,  in  the 
capacity  of  friend  and 
counsellor,  adding  to  our 
obligations  and  enhancing 
the  effectiveness  of  our 
undertakings. 

All  members  of  the 
Society  know  the  new 
President,  the  systematic, 
energetic,  resourceful,  al- 
ways courteous  Treas- 
urer that  he  was.  Indeed 
courtesy  is  not  merely  a 
habit  with  him,  but  an  in- 
stinct, a  thing  born  With 
him.

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SEVENTH  AND  EIGHTH  ANNUAL  REPORTS 


President  James  Wallace  Tower  is  a  native  of  Holyoke,  Mass.,  and  the  son 
of  Charles  Henry  Tower7  and  Sarah  (Young)  Tower.  In  1911,  in  the  pursuit 
of  his  profession  of  civil  engineer,  which  has  placed  him  in  positions  involv- 
ing much  responsibility,  Mr.  Tower  removed  from  Millinocket,  Maine,  to  New 
York  City,  where  he  entered  into  business  as  civil  engineer  for  Mr.  H.  S.  Fer- 
guson, Consulting  Engineer.  Mr.  Tower  is  a  director  in  the  Millinocket  Trust 
Company,  a  member  of  the  American  Society  of  Civil  Engineers,  the  Boston 
Society  of  Civil  Engineers,  the  American  Society  of  Mechanical  Engineers, 
and  has  long  been  actively  identified  with  the  Masonic  Orders. 

Adjoining  the  office  to  which  we  referred  there  is  a  draughting  room  and 
in  the  corner  of  that  room  a  desk.  In  the  lower  left-hand  drawer  of  the  desk 
there  is  a  well-thumbed  "Tower  Genealogy,"  now  in  its  second  binding,  con- 
taining neatly  penciled  interlinear  records.  Near  that  desk  there  is  a  cabinet 
in  whose  upper  file  drawers  are  your  names,  typewritten  upon  cards,  together 
with  your  genealogical  history. 

Just  to  windward  of  the  desk— for  Mr.  Tower  likes  fresh  air  and  the  win- 
dows overlooking  the  big  city  are  always  open — stands  a  bread  draughtsman's 
table,  one  of  many,  and  on  this  table  were  drawn  with  the  patient  skill  which 
you  have  admired  the  family  tree  and  branches  thereof  from  which  were  made 
the  blue  prints  that,  in  reduced  form,  some  of  you  have  in  your  possession. 
All  bear  witness  to  the  President's  deep  interest  in  the  family,  and  to  that 
intimate  genealogical  knowledge  and  skill  which  he  has  acquired  through 
long  study  and  practice. 

President  Tower  has  three  planks  in  his  platform:  action,  purpose,  and 
co-operation;  and  they  are  broad  enough  to  admit  all  Towers  who  will  stand 
with  him.  Obviously  co-operation  is  first  necessary,  in  order  that  our  group 
activities  may  be  representative  of  us  all.  The  first  step  toward  concerted 
action  will  be  taken  when  all  members  of  the  Society  have  granted  Mr.  Tower 
his  "three  wishes." 

First,  he  wishes  all  members  to  write  him  in  the  near  future  about  mat- 
ters which  are  of  interest  to  the  writer  regarding  the  Society  and  its  concerns, 
in  praise  or  criticism,  by  way  of  comment  or  suggestion,  and  with  special  ref- 
erence to  another  reunion.  Shall  a  reunion  be  held  in  1917?  When  shall  it 
be  held  in  that  year?  Where?  These  are  questions  to  be  answered  by  YOU, 
for  Mr.  Tower  proposes  to  leave  the  decision  to  members  of  the  Society,  aware 
that  the  family  is  well  represented  in  many  States,  and  in  some  of  these,  resi- 
dent Towers  may  wish  to  repeat  the  experiment  so  successfully  tried  in  Mich- 
igan four  years  ago.  In  1920,  when,  in  celebration  of  the  300th  anniversary  of 
the  landing  of  the  Pilgrims,  the  whole  country  will  gather  at  the  Plymouth 
shrine,  ive  hope  to  hold  the  greatest  of  all  reunions  at  the  Old  Homestead. 
Meanwhile,  let  us  as  a  Society  travel  and  see  the  country. 

But,  second,  each  of  these  letters  which  you  write  should  be  accompanied 
by  the  encouraging  word  that  the  writer  will  use  his  utmost  effort  to  secure 
for  the  Society  one  additional  member.  To  render  really  effective  assistance 
in  the  aggressive  policy  which  the  President  proposes  to  pursue  for  the  in- 
crease of  Society  membership,  each  member  should  within  the  coming  year 
send  to  our  Corresponding  Secretary  the  name  of  one  Toioer  who  has  prom- 
ised that  his  name  shall  be  added  to  our  lists  as  soon  as  his  papers  certifying 
to  his  John  Tower  descent  and  right  of  membership  can  be  forwarded  to  him. 
You  all  know  Towers.  You  sometimes  talk  with  Towers  or  write  to  Towers. 
Then  talk  to  Towers  and  write  to  Towers  about  Towers  and  about  the 
T.  G.  8.,  fo:*  this  was  made  for  Towers  and  is  sure  to  be  of  benefit  to  them  if 
they  will  do  their  part.  And  how  slight  is  the  labor  involved  in  exchange  for  the 
satisfaction  of  finding  our  membership  doubled!  There  will  be  pleasure  also 
in  the  labor,  when  you  have  really  begun,  as  well  as^' pleasure  in  the  result. 

So  weigh  carefully  the  loss  and  the  gain,  the  labqr  and  the  reward.  At  the 
beginning  of  1917  three  hundred  and  thirty-two  members;  at  the  end,  with  a 
liberal  deduction  for  accidents,  a  society  of  six  hundred  members,  the  like  of 
which  has  not  been  known  in  the  annals  of  American  genealogy.  Knowing 
well  the  temper  of  the  Towers  and  their  powers  of  accomplishment,  when 
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their  minds  have  been  set  to  a  task,  we  feel  safe  in  permitting  you.  to 
inform  your  friends  that  the  Tower  Genealogical  Society  "has  practically  six 
hundred  members," — but  do  not  say  this  until  you  have  first  written  that  letter, 
attended  to  that  personal  duty.  Try  it  and  see  if  you  do  not  believe  in  the 
six  hundred.  Then,  when  that  Tower  has  actually  become  a  member — we 
promise  to  inform  you  of  this — you  will  be  willing  to  make  affidavit  to  the  ex 
istence  of  the  six  hundred.    Once  more;  it  is  you  whom  we  have  in  mind. 

President  Tower's  interest  in  the  family  history  was  awakened  long  before 
the  formation  of  the  Tower  Genealogical  Society,  of  which  he  was  one  of  the 
organizers,  and,  in  fact,  dates  from  the  publication  of  the  "Tower  Genealogy" 
in  1890.  While  many  of  us,  with  grateful  recognition  of  the  generous  author's 
skill  and  labor  in  behalf  of  the  family,  but  doubtless  with  little  conception 
of  his  deeper  purpose,  assigned  the  work  a  place  of  honor  and  a  purely  orna- 
mental function,  he  decided  that  it  was  meant  for  use.  Then  began  the  patient 
labor  of  genealogical  research  and  record  which,  frequently  in  collaboration 
with  Mr.  Walter  Lamont  Tower,  the  Society's  Historian,  he  has  pursued  to  the 
present  time. 

The  concluding  word  concerns  the  new  genealogy,  still  existent  only 
in  the  form  of  uncompiled  data,  but  soon  with  your  assistance  to  take  the 
form  of  a  volume.  Now  it  is  you  who  have  a  father,  grandfather  and  great- 
father  in  presence  or  in  memory.  It  is  you  who  have  filial  devotion  and 
pride  in  family,  and  it  is  you  who  believe  that  a  human  life  once  linked  with 
yours  is  worth  more  than  the  trouble  of  a  paragraph,  or  the  touch  of  writer's 
cramp  that  will  give  that  life  permanent  place  in  family  record.  Hence  this 
is  less  a  request  than  a  reminder  that  while  there  is  time  you  should  send 
to  the  President  your  family  data,  adding  whatever  biographical  material  you 
can  gather.  For  besides  the  new  Tower  Genealogy  that  is  to  be  published 
there  will  be  a  companion  volume  devoted  to  biographical  sketches  of  members 
of  the  Tower  family.    Be  sure  that  some  of  your  branch  are  represented  there.

SIXTH  REUNION  OF  THE  TOWER  FAMILY 


at  the  Old  Homestead,  Hingham,  Massachusetts,  July  3,  19 16 
Report  by  Mrs.  Sarah  (Heald)  Tower,  Mistress  of 
the  Homestead 

GAIN  we  met.  at  the  Old  Home.  I  expected  fine  weather  because  it  had 
rained  all  the  month  of  June,  but  I  was  sadly  disappointed.  The  un- 
pleasant weather  began  with  a  thunder  shower  Sunday  night  and  a 
fine  rain  continued  until  the  middle  of  the  forenoon,  Monday,  the  day 
of  the  reunion.  This  prevented  many  of  our  people  from  attending. 
However,  over  fifty  registered,  and,  as  we  all  became  well  acquainted  with 
one  another,  it   was  really  a  very  enjoyable  affair. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Charles  Wesley  Tower,  bride  and  groom  since  the  reunion 
in  1914,  arrived  on  Saturday  and  helped  in  making  the  people  happy.  Mrs. 
Bellows,  who  was  a  Tower,  her  daughter  and  a  friend,  came  in  an  auto  from 
Rhode  Island.  They  left  about  seven  o'clock  in  the  morning  and  arrived  at 
Hingham  about  ten,  having  enjoyed  the  ride  Very  much. 

At  about  one  o'clock  1  went  out  into  the  kitchen  and  found  a  strange 
young  man  washing  his  face  and  Hands  there.  Thinking  that  he  had  had  an 
accident,  I  asked,  "What  has  happened?"

Mr.  I^red  Lyman  Tower  and  family  from  Pittsfield,  Mass.,  stopped  at  the 
dishing  House  until  the  following  Wednesday  after  the  reunion,  and  made 
several  trips  from  the  hotel  to  tiie  Homestead.  Monday  evening  he  enter- 
tained us  with  very  interesting  stories  of  the  Towers  in  England.  1  was  glad 
to  see  Reverend  William  Braman  Tower's  mother  here,  although  we  missed 
Rev.  Mr.  Tower  as  he  made  it  very  interesting  at  the  reunion  two  years  ago. 

After  the  regular  business  meeting  at  one  o'clock,  John  Ibrook  Tower 
carried  many  by  auto  to  Wilder  Memorial  Hall.  At  the  hall,  Mrs.  Lucia 
Ames  Mead  of  Boston  lectured  on  the  "World's  Crisis.*  The  lecture  was  fol- 
lowed by  Reverend  George  Alexander  Smith  of  Boston  with  a  talk  on  "Col- 
onial Families,"  and  Miss  Marguerite  Stone  King  sang  "Homeland"  very  ac- 
ceptably, i  remained  at  home,  attending  to  the  registration.  Everybody  on 
return  said  that  the  entertainment  was  very  interesting. 

Monday  evening  we  had  a  very  pleasant  house  party,  spending  the  time 
in  singing,  story-telling  and  listening  to  fine  selections  on  the  victrola.  All 
were  served  with  ice  cream  late  in  the  evening.

Greeting:  It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  herewith  a  brief  summary 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  Society  covering  the  period  from  October  3,  1914, 
to  the  present  date,  inclusive. 

ANNUAL  MEETINGS  OF  THE  SOCIETY 

The  Seventh  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society,  which  was  to  have  been  held 
at  the  residence  of  George  Warren  Tower,  President,  791  East  Fourth  Street, 
South  Boston,  Mass.,  on  November  19,  1915,  was  declared  adjourned  for  lack 
of  a  quorum,  until  the  sixth  reunion  of  the  Tower  family,  which  may  be  held 
some  time  in  1916. 

MEETINGS  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  BOARD 
February  13,  1915,  Office,  South  Boston,  Mass.;    adjourned  to  March  6,  1915, 

at  2  P.  M.,  at  the  same  place. 
March  6,  1915,  Office,  South  Boston,  Mass.;  adjourned  sine  die. 
November  19,  1915,  Office,  South  Boston,  Mass.;  adjourned  sine  die. 

MEETINGS  OF  THE  MEMORIAL  COMMITTEE 
February  13,  1915,  Office,  South  Boston,  Mass.;  adjourned  to  March  6,  1915, 

at  2  P.  M.,  at  the  same  place. 
March  6  1915,  Office,  South  Boston,  Mass.;  adjourned  sine  die. 

On  October  3,  1911,  the  Executive  Board  adopted  a  resolution  authoriz- 
ing the  President  to  have  printed  and  distributed  six  hundred  (600)  copies  oi 
the  Fifth  and  Sixth  Annual  Report.  This  was  done  and  a  copy  mailed  to  each 
member  just  prior  to  Thanksgiving  Day  of  that  year. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board  held  on  February  13,  1915,  the  follow- 
ing business  was  transacted:

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SEVENTH  AND  EIGHTH  ANNUAL  REPORTS 


Five  regular  delegates  were  elected  by  ballot  to  represent  the  Society  at 
the  International  Congress  of  Genealogy,  which  convened  at  San  Francisco, 
California,  July  28th  to  30th,  1915. 

The  regular  delegates  elected  were: 

Mr.  George  Warren  Tower,  Boston,  Mass. 

Mr.  Cnarles  Wesley  Tower,  Springfield,  Mass. 

Frank  McDonough,  Sr.,  Esq.,  Denver,  Colo. 

Major  John  Tower  Morrison,  Berkeley,  Cal. 

Mr.  Edwin  Clarence  Tower,  Eureka.  Cal. 

Major  John  Tower  Morrison  of  Berkeley,  whose  report  was  submitted 
later  to  the  Executive  Board  and  accepted,  was  the  only  delegate  who  at- 
tended the  Congress. 

Thirty-one  honorary  alternate  delegates  were  appointed  by  the  President, 
none  of  whom  attended.  Proper  credentials  were  issued  by  the  officers  and 
duly  sent  to  all  delegates  to  admit  them  to  the  Congress. 

The  Recording  Secretary  and  Mr.  Frank  McDonough,  Sr.,  of  Denver,  were 
elected  as  a  Committee  of  Two  to  ascertain  the  advisability  of  holding  a  re- 
union of  the  Tower  family  in  some  city  on  the  Pacific  Coast  during  the 
Panama  Pacific  International  Exposition. 

In  view  of  the  correspondence  which  we  had  witli  Mr.  McDonough,  Sr., 
previous  to  this  meeting,  the  entire  matter  of  reunion  was  placed  in  his 
hands  as  he  .seemed  to  be  the  only  available  member  upon  whom  we  could 
rely  for  immediate  help  at  that  time,  and  we  anticipated  that  excellent  results 
would  be  accomplished.  Mr.  McDonough,  being  a  lawyer,  was  called  to  Ne- 
braska very  suddenly  on  business  just  at  a  time  when  he  most  desired  to  be 
of  assistance.  This  and  other  adverse  circumstances  had  such  an  issue  that 
the  whole  undertaking  was  eventually  left  in  the  hands  of  the  President,  who 
decided,  much  to  his  regret,  to  abandon  all  thought  of  a  reunion  in  California. 

Carl  Vernon  Tower  of  Collegeville,  Pa.,  was  elected  Assistant  Recording 
Secretary  of  the  Society,  and  he  formally  accepted  the  office. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board,  held  on  March  6,  1915,  it  was  voted 
that  t lie  Society  pay  the  balance  due  on  Memorial,  which  amounted  to  $316. 

George  Warren  Tower,  Chairman  of  the  John  Tower1  Memorial  Commit- 
tee, stated  that  as  the  Committee  had,  with  the  generous  co-operation  of 
John  Tower1  descendants,  fulfilled  its  duties  pertaining  to  the  erection  of  a 
Memorial  in  memory  of  our  first  American  ancestors,  he  desired  to  offer  an 
expression  of  high  appreciation  and  most  sincere  thanks  for  the  loyal  sup- 
port, and  recommended  that  the  Committee  be  dismissed,  which  was  done  by 
unanimous  vote  and  so  declared. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board  held  on  Nevember  19,  1915,  busi- 
ness was  transacted  as  here  recorded: 

The  President  made  the  following  report  which  was  accepted. 
"Your  Committee,  appointed  to  secure  the  unpublished  Tower  data  that 
were  collected  under  the  direction  of  the  late  Mr.  Charlemagne  Tower7  and  now 
held  by  Mr.  Quincy  BicknelP  of  Hingham,  Mass.,  beg  leave  to  report  that 
we  are  of  the  opinion  that  these  data  should  be  given  to  the  Hingham  Histor- 
ical Society.  Our  Historian,  Walter  Lamont  Tower'  concurs  with  us  in  this 
wish  " 

The  report*  by  Major  John  Tower  Morrison"  of  Berkeley,  Cal.,  who  rep- 
represented  the  Society  as  delegate  at  the  Panama-Pacific  International  Ex- 
position in  July,  was  read  and  accepted. 

A  Testimonial**  of  thanks  was  then  adopted,  engrossed  and  duly  sent 
to  Major  Morrison  in  appreciation  of  his  faithful  and  efficient  services. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Secretaries  of  the  Society  draft  Resolutions!  on  the 
death  of  our  late  brother  member,  Isaac  Lewis  Tower5  of  Greenville,  Mich., 
expressing  our  deep  regret  at  the  great  loss  of  his  association  with  us,  and

The  above  action  of  the  Executive  Board  has  been  carried  into  effect. 

It  was  further  voted  tbat  the  Secretaries  draft  ResolutionsJ  as  a  memo- 
rial of  our  late  friend  and  associate,  Hon.  John  Davis  Long,  whose  death  re- 
cently occurred  at  his  home  in  Hingham,  and  that  a  copy  of  the  same  oe 
engrossed,  certified  and  duly  sent  to  the  bereaved  family. 

This  action  was  carried  into  effect. 

It  was  voted  that  the  appointment  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  next  re- 
union be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  Executive  Board,  to  report  at  the  next 
meeting. 

If  I  am  not  misinformed,  we  hold  our  meetings  and  reunions  for  ''the 
purpose  of  uniting  socially  the  descendants  of  John  Tower,"  and  of  increasing 
the  membership,  so  that  the  Society  may  carry  out  to  better  advantage  its 
various  projects.  We  are  organized  that  we  may  derive  full  enjoyment  and 
benefit  from  the  social  gatherings  of  the  Clan.  It  is  our  duty  to  provide  ways 
and  means  of  establishing  memorials  and  of  collecting  data  of  general  inter- 
est to  tlie  family;  but  we  should  make  more  vigorous  and  effective  effort  to 
transform  our  purpose  into  actual  accomplishment,  for  only  a  small  part  of 
the  program  decided  upon  in  the  year  1909  has  been  carried  out. 

The  following  questions  have  arisen  for  the  urgent  consideration  of  every 
member  of  the  Society: 

1.  How  shall  we  proceed  in  order  that  we  may  accomplish  the  best  re- 
sults for  the  advancement  of  the  work  as  designated  in  the  Charter*  of  tn- 
corporaton?  2.  Shall  we  hold  meetings  and  reunions  at  the  Old  Homestead, 
or,  instead,  meet  in  various  localities  as  heretofore,  for  which  the  meetings 
and  reunions  held  at  Cohasset,  Detroit,  and  Boston  furnish  precedent? 
o.  Shall  the  organization  genuinely  fulfill  its  duty  through  a  united  Executive 
Board,  utilizing  the  privileges  and  performing  the  obligations  set  forth  in 
the  Agreement  of  Association,  Charter  and  By-Laws? 

The  following  recommendations  are  hereby  offered: 

1.  That  we  hold  annual  reunions.  2.  That  some  provision  be  made 
whereby  there  may  be  a  substantial  annual  increase  of  membership,  and  to 
this  end  we  cordially  invite  the  members  and  all  descendants  to  join  with  us 
in  hearty  co-operation  for  the  formal  or  informal  discussion  of  these  impor- 
tant questions  with  the  Executive  Board.  3,  That  a  well-devised  but  simple 
campaign  be  instituted  for  the  collection  of  biographical  and  historical  data 
relating  to  Tower  descendants,  and  that  the  work  of  collecting  the  same  be 
placed  in  the  Hands  of  the  Secretaries  under  direction  of  the  Executive  Board. 
4.  That  there  be  set  aside  room  at  the  Old  Homestead  for  a  Department  of 
Bequests  and  Curios  which  shall  contain  mementoes,  donated  by  descend- 
ants of  John  Tower',  that  have  been  accepted  and  are  to  remain  there  under 
direction  of  the  Executive  Board  as  a  common  possession  of  present  and 
future  Tower  descendants,  this  recommendation  to  be  reported  upon 
by  the  President.  -r>.  That  all  who  serve  on  the  Executive  Board  be  given 
a  life  memhership  as  an  established  precedent  in  appreciation  of  services 
for  which  no  remuneration  is  provided.  6.  That  there  be  issued  in  the  year 
1916  two  thousand  (2000)  reports  which  shall  cover  the  proceedings  of  the 
Society  in  a  general  way  for  the  years  1915  and  1916,  and  that  a  copy  of  the 
same  be  mailed  to  those  whose  names  and  addresses  we  have  upon  the  gen- 
eral mailing  list.

RECORDING  SECRETARY'S  PRELIMINARY  REPORT 


(Fiscal  Year  1916) 

89  Sheridan  Avenue,  Medford,  Mass.,  July  1,  1916. 
Mr.  President  and  Fellow  Members: 

Greeting:  I  take  pleasure  again  in  submitting  to  you  a  supplementary 
report  of  the  work  of  my  office  which  covers  the  fiscal  year  only  from  Janu- 
ary 1st  to  the  present  date. 

In  a  letter  dated  January  10,  1916,  which  was  sent  by  the  President  to 
the  members  through  the  Treasurer's  office,  with  notice  for  dues,  announce- 
ment was  made  that  a  reunion  would  be  held  at  the  Old  Homestead  on  July 
3,  1916,  inviting  general  expression  then  as  to  future  policy  and  plans  of  the 
Society.  In  view  of  this  desired  expression,  I  wish  to  congratulate  the  Presi- 
dent, and  hope  that  much  good  may  be  accomplished  at  the  reunion. 

The  Executive  Board  adopted  a  resolution  on  April  8,  1916,  which  pro- 
vides that  the  Secretaries  draft  resolutions  of  condolence  pertaining  to  our 
late  brother  member,  Francis  Emory  Tower,  D.D.,  who  passed  to  his  heavenly 
reward  on  February  13th  of  the  present  year.  The  resolutions*  are  now 
ready  10  be  recorded,  copy  of  which  will  be  engrossed  promptly  and  duly 
sent  to  the  family  of  our  deceased  brother. 

Another  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  Executive  Board  on  May  16,  1916, 
which  provides  that  a  letter  of  congratulation*  be  sent  to  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Miles 
Tower  of  Florida,  Massachusetts,  upon  the  Fiftieth  Anniversary  of  their  mar- 
riage, which  was  celebrated  on  May  22,  1916.  The  congratulatory  message 
was  engrossed,  properly  certified  and  then  presented  personally  to  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Tower  by  the  Historian. 

On  May  18,  1916,  the  Executive  Board  adopted  a  resolution  which  pro- 
vides that  the  sixth  reunion  be  held  as  formerly  planned  by  the  President. 

Soon  after  the  annual  notice  was  sent  for  the  seventh  annual  meeting, 
thirty-five  replies  came  from  members  who  gave  preference  of  place  for 
reunion  in  1916.  as  follows: 

Eight  for  Hingham,  two  for  Boston,  seventeen  for  Springfield  and  eight 
for  North  Adams.  Mass. 

In  the  minutes  of  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board  held  in  November 
last  year,  the  following  appears: 

"The  question  of  reunions,  when,  where  and  how  these  should  be  held 
deserves  your  serious  consideration  and  should  not  be  passed  over  lightly.'' 

Each  succeeding  year  since  incorporating  has  been  equally  as  important 
as  the  first,  and  the  original  program  inaugurated  in  19U9  is  comparatively 
filled  with  well-devised  plans  for  the  present  and  future,  all  of  which  should 
be  of  vital  interest  to  you. 

We  are  credited  with  a  Memorial  already  completed  in  memory  of  our 
forbears,  John  Tower1  and  Margaret  1  brook,  his  wife,  and  I  think  that  the 
untiring  efforts  and  faithful  devotion  of  the  President  and  the  Memorial  Com- 
mittee are  appreciated  by  the  members.

CORRESPONDING  SECRETARY'S  REPORT. 


Daiton,  Mass.,  November  17,  1915. 

Mr.  President  and  Fellow  Members: 

Greeting:  Our  annual  meetings  fall  upon  such  irregular  dates  that  my 
reports  to  you  from  time  to  time  cover  quite  varying  periods.  This  leads  to 
liability  of  repetition,  and  the  possible  error  of  the  omission  of  notice  of  ap- 
plications, resignations  and  deaths.  In  a  few  cases  notice  of  the  death  of  a 
member  has  not  reached  me  for  more  than  one  year  after  it  occurred,  which 
causes  a  seeming  discrepancy  between  the  date  of  such  death  and  its  final 
appearance  in  my  report.  No  workable  method  of  eliminating  this  latter  dif- 
ficulty has  occurred  to  your  Secretary,  but  I  do  believe  that  if  all  reports  of 
officers  of  this  Society  bore  a  uniform  date — say  .lan.  1st  or  July  1st,  cover- 
ing a  period  of  one  year,  as  you  members  may  determine — there  would  be  a 
great  gain  in  uniformity  and  the  liability  of  errors  appearing  would  be  largely 
eliminated. 

Therefore  I  recommend  that,  you  establish  some  fixed  date  for  the  reports 
from  officers. 

We  have  lost  by  death  since  my  last  report:  Member  No.  51,  Mrs.  Mary 
Adelaide  (Tower)  Pierce7,  who  died  Dec.  26,  1914,  at  Chicopee,  Mass.  Member 
No.  09,  Isaac  Lewis  Tower",  who  died  May  14,  1915,  at  Greenville,  Mich.  Mem- 
ber No.  189,  Mrs.  Nancy  Abigail  (Tower)  Phelps7,  who  died  July  2o,  1915,  at 
Wahoo,  Neb.  Member  No.  25:5,  Julius  Tower",  who  died  Jan.  21,  1913,  at 
Laurel,  Neb.  Member  No.  :>22,  Mrs.  Martha  Tower  (Stoddard)  Bates7  who 
died  Jan.  23,  1915,  at  Cohasset,  Mass. 

In  the  death  of  Isaac  Tower''  our  Society  loses  a  most  loyal  member,  and 
your  Corresponding  Secretary  mourns  the  loss  of  a  very  dear  friend.  I  am 
indebted  to  Mr.  Isaac  Tower  for  an  almost  complete  genealogical  record  to 
date  of  the  descendants  of  his  grandfather.  It  is  the  lasting  friendships 
formed  with  men  like  Mr.  Isaac  Tower  that  makes  the  endless  task  of  search- 
ing for  and  recording  genealogical  data  seem  worth  while. 

Six  new  applicants  have  been  admitted  to  membership.  All  applications 
to  date  have  been  approved  and  filed  with  your  Recording  Secretary. 

Ten  hundred  and  seventy-six  personal  genealogical  charts  have  been  re- 
ceived, numbered,  catalogued  and  filed.  I  also  have  on  file  a  mass  of  mis- 
cellaneous historical  and  genealogical  data,  all  of  which  will  be  available  at 
such  time  as  it  seems  desirable  to  print  a  second  volume  of  the  Tower 
Genealogy. 

Probably  the  most  important  piece  of  historical  data  secured  by  me  dur- 
ing the  past  year  was  a  partial  list  of  Towers  who  served  in  the  Civil  War. 
This  list  of  144  men  by  the  name  of  Tower  comprise  all  those  who  have  re- 
ceived or  are  now  receiving  a  pension  from  the  United  States  Government. 
I  hereby  acknowledge  the  courtesy  of  Mr.  G.  M.  Saltzgabee,  Commissioner  of 
Pensions,  Department  of  the  Interior,  Washington,  D.  C.

Greeting:  Again  I  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  our  members  to  the 
irregularity  of  the  dates  of  my  various  reports  to  you,  and  urge  you  very 
strongly  to  take  some  action  at  this  meeting  toward  establishing  a  fixed  date 
for  the  reports  of  your  officers. 

For  more  explicit  reasons  for  this  action  I  refer  you  to  the  opening  para- 
graphs of  my  report  of  November  17,  1915. 

Deaths  among  members  of  the  Tower  Genealogical  Society  so  far  as  have 
been  reported  to  me  are  as  follows: 

Member  number  111,  Daniel  Lothrop  Tower8,  who  died  May  6th,  1916,  at 
Brooklyn,  N.  Y.;  Member  number  212,  Henry  Alonzo  Silver,  who  died  July 
8th,  1915,  at  Roxbury,  Mass.;  Member  number  294,  Major  Morton  Tower7,  who 
died  November  30th,  1914,  at  Empire,  Oregon;  Member  number  363,  Miss  Julia 
Adeline  Bird1',  who  died  September  17th,  1915,  at  Milford,  Michigan. 

Since  my  last  report  lour  new  applications  have  been  received  and  ap- 
proved. 

During  tbe  seven  months  since  my  last  report  to  you  I  have  been  ex- 
tremely successful  in  locating  many  new  Tower  families. 

I  take  pleasure  in  reporting  that  I  have  located  nearly  all  the  living  de- 
scendants of  John'1  and  Lucy  (Munson)  Tower,  records  of  whom  do  not  ap- 
pear in  the  present  genealogy.  You  will  recall  that  our  Society  advertised 
for  information  about  these  descendents  in  our  second  annual  report.* 

Twenty-two  completed  genealogical  charts  of  descendants  of  this  John 
Tower0  are  already  on  file  and  many  more  are  promised.  For  this  most  fortu- 
nate piece  of  work  i  am  largely  indebted  to  Member  number  378,  Mr.  Edwin 
Welch  Burch',  of  Rockwell  City,  Iowa. 

1  have  recently  been  informed  that  Member  number  241,  Mr.  Frank  Smith 
Towers,  of  Leominster,  Mass.,  collected  a  considerable  amount  of  genealogi- 
cal data  in  1909  and  1910.  These  data  were  forwarded  direct  to  James  Wallace 
Tower,  who  had  immediate  charge  of  data  pertaining  to  the  I  brook 
Branch.  Through  an  oversight  credit  has  never  been  given  Mr.  Tower  for 
this  work,  and  I  hope  he  will  appreciate  the  conditions  and  accept  this  be- 
lated acknowledgment  of  a  good  work  well  done. 

A  few  weeks  ago  some  completed  genealogical  charts  were  sent  to  me 
which  indicated  a  family  of  Towers  in  Pennsylvania  who  can  trace  their 
ancestry  back  five  generations,  or  to  a  date  of  about  1740,  but  as  yet  I  have 
been  unable  to  connect  this  family  with  any  known  branch  of  the  descendants 
of  John  Tower1.  Another  remarkable  feature  of  these  data  is  that  this  family 
is  connected  by  marriage  with  two  well  known  Weymouth  and  Hingham 
families. 

I  consider  this  the  most  important  single  piece  of  genealogical  data  re- 
ceived by  your  Society  since  its  formation. 

1  urge  that  every  member  of  our  Society  and  every  other  Tower  descend- 
ant who  has  occasion  to  make  any  genealogical  research  will  note  carefully 
any  genealogical  information  which  may  come  to  their  notice  which  is  not 
recorded  in  the  present  genealogy.  Send  me  such  data  and  1  assure  you  they 
will  be  greatly  appreciated  by  the  officers  of  your  Society.

REPORT  OF  THE  INTERNATIONAL  CONGRESS  OF 

GENEALOGY, 

Held  at  the   Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition 
in  San  Francisco,  California,  July  28  to  30,  1915. 

By  Major  John  Tower  Morrison8 
of  Berkeley,  California 
To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Tower  Genealogical  Society,  Boston,  Mass.: 
Greeting:  This  is  the  most  difficult  report  that  has  ever  fallen  to  my 
lot,  and  I  am  at  a  loss  to  know  what  to  say,  or  how  to  say  it.  While  I  had 
no  desire  to  evade  my  duty  as  a  Delegate  to  the  International  Genealogical 
Congress,  I  did  cherish  a  fond  hope  that  the  honor  (duty)  of  making  a- report 
would  fall  to  some  one  more  worthy  and  hetter  qualified  for  such  a  task. 

There  are  quite  a  number  of  people  in  and  within  easy  reach  of  San 
Francisco,  but  although  I  made  several  calls  for  members  of  the  Tower  family 
during  the  seven  sessions  of  the  Congress,  I  received  no  response.  So,  you 
see,  this  is  why  I  am  trying  to  tell  you  in  my  feeble  way  something  in  ad- 
vance of  the  published  proceedings,  which  will  appear  in  the  October  number 
of  the  Salt  Lake  Genealogical  Magazine.  This,  as  the  name  implies,  is  de- 
voted to  Genealogical  Research  and  kindred  interests,  and  should  interest  our 
people. 

There  is  very  little  that  I  can  say  about  the  Congress,  or,  rather,  Federa- 
tion. As  you  may  well  imagine,  the  proceedings  were  rather  prosy,  it  being 
the  first  assemblage  gathered  in  this  particular  interest.  Everything  had  to 
be  done  from  The  foundation,  or  bottom  up,  as  we  had  no  president  to  guide 
us  in  our  deliberations,  and  much  time  was  taken  up  in  discussing  the  various 
subjects,  in  order  to  arrive  at  best  results. 

The  meetings  were  very  harmonious  and,  1  believe,  on  the  whole  quite 
satisfactory.  By  resolution  the  name  was  changed  from  "Congress"  to  "Fed- 
eration," under  which  name  or  title  the  next  meeting  will  be  called  by  a  com- 
mittee which  was  appointed  to  draft  the  Constitution,  By-laws,  and  perform 
ether  preliminary  work  necessary  to  establish  the  organization  on  a  firm  and 
lasting  basis. 

It  is  expected  1hai  all  organized  societies  and  many  representatives  of 
independent  families  in  the  United  States  and  Canada,  as  well  as  some  in 
foreign  countries,  will  be  interested  in  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of 
the  Federation.  AH  organized  societies  represented  in  the  first  Congress 
were  declared  members,  and  will  be  kept  advised  of  all  matters  in  the  general 
interest  as  the  work  of  the  Committee  progresses.  It  is  the  hope  and  ex- 
pectation of  all  concerned  that  the  Federation  may  be  so  firmly  established 
as  eventually  to  take  on  the  character  of  a  General  Clearing  House  for  all 
matters  genealogical,  especially  in  the  United  States,  with  correspondents 
throughout  the  civilized  world,  thus  proving  the  wisdom  of  the  plan.

ESSAY    ON  PREPAREDNESS 
By  John  Ibrook  Tower,  (io),  of  Hingham,  Massachusetts 

Member  No.  41,  age  17  years. 
OHN  TOWER'  believed  in  preparedness.  Militarism  should  be  guarded 
against  by  preparedness,  and,  with  this  in  view,  I  like  to  compare  "Uncle 
Sam"  with  John  Tower,  as  the  former  was  surrounded  by  hostile  neigh- 
bors, and  so  was  the  home  of  our  honored  ancestor.  He  protected  his 
home  with  a  palisade  around  it,  and  showed  his  fearlessness  of  the  In- 
dians in  the  King  Philip  War.  He  was  called  upon  to  act  as  arbiter  with  the 
Indians.  The  United  States  of  America  should  be  well  prepared  against  inva- 
sion. John  Tower  was  so  well  prepared  to  protect  himself  and  fanr'ly  that  the 
Indians  were  afraid  to  attack  them;  and  so  they  lived  in  peace.  If  they  had 
been  unprepared  the  Indians  would  probably  have  made  relentless  war  on  the 
Tower  homestead,  burned  the  house  and  forced  its  occupants  to  take  refuge  in 
the  stockade.    He  petitioned  the  Colonial  authorities  as  follows: 

"March  10,  1G75-7G.  John  Tower,  Sen.,  of  Hingham,  is  bold  to  inform  your 
Honors  that  . he  hath  at  bis  own  proper  charge  fortified  his  house,  and  to  beg 
your  favor  that  his  four  sons  and  one  or  two  other  persons  more,  that  he  may 
hire  at  his  own  cost,  may  be  allowed  him  for  the  garrisoning  his  house,  and 
may  not  be  called  off  by  the  committee  of  the  town  for  to  come  into  any  other 
[*Copy  has  been  engrossed  and  duly  sent  as  directed.] 
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garrison,  my  sons  having  deserted  their  own  dwellings  and  brought  their  goods 
into  my  fortification.  I  shall  then  acknowledge  your  Honor's  favor  herein,  and 
be  thereby  further  obliged  to  pray  for  a  blessing  on  your  councils." 

Ibrook  Tower,  one  of  his  sons,  lived  very  near  his  father,  and  together  with 
his  brothers,  John  Jr.,  Jeremiah  and  Benjamin,  made  up  the  leaders  of  the 
garrison.  John1  was  not  only  a  brave  man,  but  a  man  of  diplomacy  as  well, 
having  a  great  deal  of  influence  with  the  Indians.  There  is  a  tradition  that 
even  during  the  war,  while  the  Indians  were  lurking  in  the  vicinity  of  his  home, 
tbey  permitted  him  to  take  water  from  the  river  nearby  without  molestation. 
On  the  19th  day  of  April,  1676,  the  inhabitants  of  Hingham  were  thrown  into 
a  panic  by  the  appearance  of  the  Indians,  and  history  says  that  "Sturdy  John 
Tower  and  his  sons  and  one  or  two  more  persons,"  as  his  petition  reads,  "were 
seen  holding  his  little  fort  and  covering  a  long  stretch  of  the  river  section  and 
the  homes  of  his  neighbors  with  his  muskets,  while  he  checked  the  panic  with 
his  plain,  strong  words." 

If  the  old  adage  is  true,  "Actions  speak  louder  than  words."  This,  to  my

RECORDING  SECRETARY'S  REPORT 

(Adjourned  Seventh  Annual   Meeting,  1916.) 

89  Sheridan  Avenue,  Medford,  Mass.,  December  30,  191 G. 
Mr.  President  and  Fellow  Membrrs: 

Greeting:  This  report  covers  the  most  pertinent  points  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  annual  meeting  which  was  held  on  July  3,  1916. 

The  Seventh  Annual  Meeting,  which  was  to  have  been  held  at  791  East 
Fourth  Street,  South  Boston,  Mass.,  on  November  19,  1916,  at  5  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon,  and  declared  adjourned  at  that  time  by  the  President,  for  lack  of  a 
quorum,  convened  in  a  tent  erected  on  the  iawn  at  the  Old  Tower  Homestead, 
South  Hingham,  Mass.,  on  Monday,  July  3,  1916. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  1.15  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  President 
George  Warren  Tower'J  presiding. 

Mr.  Fred  Lyman  Tower,8  of  Pittsfield,  Mass.,  Member  No.  104,  was  ap- 
pointed by  the  President  as  Acting  Secretary  of  the  meeting,  and  he  duly 
accepted. 

There  were  present  at  the  meeting  more  than  fifty  descendants  of  John 
Tower1,  a  large  number  of  whom  were  members  of  the  Society,  and  whose 
attendance  constituted  more  than  enough  for  quorum. 

The  roll  call  was  waived  as  usual. 

All  official  minutes  of  proceedings  of  previous  meetings  were  approved. 
Reports  of  officers  were  approved  as  follows: 
The  President's  Report*  was  accepted. 

It  was  voted  to  accept  the  Recording  Secretary's  Report  dated  Medford, 
Mass.,  December  31,  1915,  but  the  recommendation  of  granting  life  member- 
ships to  the  Executive  Board  was  referred  to  the  Society  at  some  future  meet- 
ing for  final  adjustment,  and  the  remaining  recommendations  were  left  to  the 
incoming  Executive  Board. 

It  was  further  voted  that  the  Recording  Secretary's  Preliminary  Report 
dated  Medford,  Mass.,  July  1,  1916,  be  accepted. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary's  Reports,  dated  Dalton,  Mass.,  November  17, 
1915,  and  June  26,  1916,  respectively,  were  then  read  and  approved. 

It  was  further  voted  that  the  recommendation  in  the  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary's Report,  dated  Dalton,  Mass.,  June  26,  1916,  with  reference  to  a  fixed  date 
for  reports  by  officers  of  the  Society  for  each  fiscal  year  be  approved,  and  that 
the  date  of  reports  be  fixed  as  December  31st.

ARTICLE  X 
Honorary  Vice-President. 

Section  1,  Honorary  Vice-Presidents: — In  addition  to  the  officers  of  the 
Society  as  heretofore  stated  in  the  by-laws,  there  shall  be  elected  at  each 
annual  meeting  of  the  Society  three  to  eight  honorary  vice-presidents  who  shall 
serve  for  one  year,  or  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualify,  and  who 
shall  perform  such  duties  as  may  be  assigned  them  by  the  Executive  Board 
or  the  Society.  They  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  notice  of  all  meetings  of  the 
Executive  Board,  and  such  honorary  vice-presidents  as  attend  the  meetings 
of  said  Executive  Board  shall  be  entitled  to  participate  therein,  but  their  num- 
ber shall  not  be  computed  in  determining  the  number  of  the  Executive  Board, 
a  majority  of  which  constitutes  a  quorum,  or  in  other  words,  a  quorum  shall 
consist  of  a  majority  of  said  Executive  Board  as  heretofore  constituted,  regard- 
less of  the  number  of  honorary  vice-presidents  who  may  or  may  not  attend. 

It  was  voted  that  the  foregoing  resolution  offered  providing  an  amendment 
to  the  by-laws  by  adding  ARTICLE  X,  Section  1,  be  adopted. 

The  amendment  was  then  declared  adopted  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  all 
present  and  voting.

James  served  in  the  French  and  Indian  Wars  and  was  with  Col.  Carpenter  at 
Lake  George  in  1755. 

Your  historian  has  located  numerous  families  of  Towers  in  the  U.  S.  who 
can  trace  their  ancestry  but  a  few  generations.  It  is  our  belief  that  some  of 
these  families  may  be  connected  with  these  lost  branches  of  the  John1  Tower  tree.

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THE  GENEALOGICAL  "  CROWD  " 

By  CARL  VERNON  TOWER,  A.M.,  Ph. I)., 

Professor  of  Philosophy  at  Ursirius  College,  Collegeville,  Pa. 

IT  IB,  I  believe,  one  of  the  privileges  of  our  family  society  that  we  may 
respond  in  our  own  way  to  the  call  for  an  interchange  of  ideas  con- 
cerning its  interests  and,  without  inviting  the  suspicion  of  egotism,  I 
trust,  say  most  directly  what  we  have  to  say  to  one  another,  be  that 
more  or  less,  of  much  or  of  lit  tie  account,  which  tumbles  from  the  mind, 
as  friend  talking  with  friend. 

In  the  enjoyment  of  this  privilege  let  me  first  say  that  the  events  of  the 
passing  years,  fraught  as  they  are  with  tremendous  meaning  for  the  world  at 
large,  are  not  without  their  significance  for  those  small  groups  of  persons,  busied, 
as  their  detractors  would  say,  with  the  mere  riding  of  a  "hobby,"  to  wit,  gene- 
alogy. It  is.  indeed,  a  far  cry  from  thoughts  of  the  battle-fields  of  Europe  and 
the  fall  of  empires  to  the  concerns  of  a  few  hundred  people,  interested  in  the 
aforesaid  hobby.  Hut  the  connection  was  probably  made  by  us  all  many  a  time 
during  the  past  four  years,  particularly  after  America  entered  the  war.  We 
became  aware  of  it  by  the  disgust  we  felt,  the  feeling  of  utter  revulsion,  when 
Germany,  powerful  and  unscrupulous,  invaded  the  territory  of  little  Belgium 
and  cruelly  oppressed  that  weaker  neighbor.  "These  Huns,"  we  said  to  our- 
selves, "are  not  of  'our  crowd.'  The  difference  was  not  merely  one  of  race  or 
of  language;  much  more  was  it  one  of  traditions  and  ideals  and  of  the  char- 
acter that  is  molded  by  them. 

How  different  was  the  thrill,  not  of  horror,  but  of  friendship  and  kinship 
that  we  experienced  when,  England,  twice  our  foe,  yet  the  mother  of  us  all, 
entered  the  lists,  ill-equipped,  unprepared,  to  fight  courageously  for  France  and 
for  those  ideals  of  freedom  and  democracy  for  which,  with  all  the  wavering  and 
unrighteousness  that  may  be  found  in  her  past,  Old  England  has  virtually  stood 
and  bequeathed  to  America  as  a  priceless  inheritance  through  the  forefathers  of 
those  who  traced  their  descent  from  New  England  ancestry. 

I  have  faith  to  believe  that  we 'Powers  were  not  long  in  picking  "our  crowd," 
and  in  recognizing  on  which  side  in  this  world-conflict  of  ideals  our  own  rightfully 
belonged.  Good  Americans  though  we  ought  to  have  been  without  it,  I  even 
believe  that  our  T.  G.  S.  assisted  not  a  little  in  speeding  our  decision.  I  know 
that  it  was  so  when  at  last  America  (altered  the  war  and  the  casualty  lists  began 
to  appear.  Those  first  names! — -John  Ibrook  Tower! — Roy  L.  Tower!  Not  with 
sorrow  only  but  with  deepest  pride  we  read  them — witnesses  to  the  fact  that  there 
in  the  trenches  of  France  were  members  of  our  own  more  intimate  Tower  crowd, 
fighting  for  those  spiritual  possessions  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  race  which  our  con- 
nection with  the  T.  G.  JS.  has  certainly  helped  to  define  more  clearly  for  us  all. 
But  for  that  knowledge  which  chance  throws  in  our  way,  these  names,  invested 
by  the  T.  G.  8.  with  meaning,  would  have  suggested  to  us  only  a  curious  identity 
of  sound  and  word-formation  with  our  own  name.  "Tower!  Wonder  if  he's 
any  connection,"  we  should  have  said  incuriously  and  passed  on. 

And  so  I  come  to  my  theme,  which  concerns  crowds  and,  in  particular, 
genealogical  crowds  and  their  influence.  It  is  not,  in  my  opinion,  as  great  as  it 
might  be.    This  defines  my  theme. 

What  is  a  crowd?  The  modern  social  psychologist  means  by  the  term  simply 
any  group  of  persons,  large  or  small,  whose  members  are  physically  in  contact 
(as  in  a  street  crowd  or  mob),  or  widely  separated  geographically,  from  a  jury, 
or  card  club,  or  lodge  to  a  Masonic  order,  or  church,  or  nation,  and  whose  com- 
ponent units  are  united  loosely  or  firmly  by  a  common  bond  of  sentiments,  ideas, 
or  purposes,  the  last  imparting  a  higher  form  of  coherence. 

Needless  to  say,  the  agencies  in  crowd  formation  are  numberless:  the 
newspaper,  the  magazine,  the  revival  meeting,  the  reunion,  the  slyly  whispered

word  of  social  discontent  or  of  German  propaganda,  but  better  for  the  responsi- 
bilities which  they  entail,  the  pledge,  the  oath  of  allegiance,  the  certificate  of 
membership  in  a  chartered  organization.  All  these  and  many  other  things  are 
crowd-formers. 

All  of  us  belong  to  a  dozen,  twenty,  a  hundred  of  these  different,  and  many 
of  them  unnamed,  crowds.  In  all  of  them  each  of  us  acts  a  somewhat  different 
part  and  character  according  to  the  crowd  with  which  he  happens  to  be  thinking 
or  acting.  Each  of  us  is  in  large  part — I  dare  not  say  to  what  extent — the  re- 
sultant of  the  different  and  often  conflicting,  never-resting,  crowd-forces  acting 
upon  him. 

The  prediction  of  a  French  psychologist  has  been  fulfilled.  The  era  of  crowds 
has  come.  Moreover,  it  is  the  age  of  organized  crowds.  Crowds  innumerable 
are  being  organized  for  industry,  for  war,  for  peace,  for  good,  for  ill.  Individuals 
indeed,  count  for  much,  but  just  now  crowds  count  for  more.  Xo  one  considers 
himself  a  decent  member  of  society  unless  he  can  claim  affiliation  with  from  one- 
to  a  dozen  clubs  or  associations,  great  or  small.  These  are  the  only  channels 
through  which  the  individual  may  to-day  express  himself,  or  avoid  being  an 
utter  nonentity.  The  "struggle  for  existence"  is  no  longer  a  struggle  or  com- 
petition of  individuals  with  individuals;  it  is  a  struggle  of  crowds  with,  crowds. 
Some  of  these  crowds  are  in  the  right;  others  are  in  the  wrong,  using  crowd- 
forming,  crowd-swelling  influences  for  the  disintegration  of  human  society. 

Of  the  latter  sort  has  been,  as  we  know,  the  character  of  the  German  Crowd 
in  our  American  life.  One  of  the  great,  outstanding  lessons  of  this  war  which  we 
should  learn  from  the  methods  of  our  enemies — yes,  still  our  enemies,  until  their 
propagandas  have  been  forever  stilled — in  fair  exchange  for  the  ideas,  science, 
invention,  which  they  have  unscrupulously  appropriated  and  stolen  from  our- 
selves and  other  nations,  is  the  fact  that  no  influences,  of  whatever  description,  are 
too  .small  to  be  of  vital  significance  in  the  carrying  out  of  large  purposes,  if  the.se 
influences  are  but  skilf  ully  managed  for  crowd-formation  by  organized  effort.  They 
knew — those  Germans — the  power  of  the  crowd.  They  knew  the  power  that 
lies  in  organization. 

All  this  is  capable  of  varied  application  to  ourselves.  For  we  have  a  little 
organization  of  our  own — none  better  of  its  kind,  I  believe. 

But  wrong  applications  are  easy.  We  need  not  transform  ourselves  into  a 
political  debating  society,  or  an  association  for  the  dissemination  of  this  or  of  that 
propaganda,  or  a  civic  improvement  club  with  branches  wherever  there  are 
T.  G.  S.  members,  or  be  anything  but  a  steady-going  Tower  Genealogical  Society. 
I  harbor  no  pan-genealogical  scheme  of  that  sort.  I  only  mean  that  from  the 
nature  of  our  genealogical  interests,  the  character  of  the  investigations  necessary 
to  satisfy  them,  and  the  fact  of  our  outward  organization  and  incorporation  as  a 
society,  we — and  this  applies  to  similar  societies — are  a  potentially  useful  crowd. 
We  possess  the  materials  and  the  machinery  for  exerting  a  small,  yet  effective, 
crowd  influence,  while  remaining  with  dignity  quite  within  the  field  of  our  own 
avowed  purposes  as  a  society,  provided  we  do  but  allow  these  purposes  to  expand 
a  little,  as  they  should  in  a  normal  way;  provided  we  seek  frequently  to  make 
contact  between  our  own  interests  and  those  of  the  other  crowds  to  which  we — 
and  prospective  members,  be  it  said — belong:  the  political  crowd,  the  scientific 
crowd,  the  civic  crowd,  the  patriotic  crowd,  the  sociological  crowd;  for  into  all 
these  and  more  genealogy  leads  easily  and  naturally  for  the  satisfaction  of  its 
deeper  interests. 

We  cannot  disguise  it  from  ourselves.  There  are  ill-informed  and  ill-mannered 
people — many  of  them,  1  fear — who  laugh  at  genealogy  as  something  wholly  use- 
less and  remote  from  real  human  interests.  They  have  probably  read  their 
definition  of  it  from  the  Britannica.  "At  present,"  says  that  repository  of  the 
lore  of  ages,  ''if  we  understand  by  a  genealogy  a  tabulated  and,  as  far  as  possible, 
an  exhaustive  statement  of  all  the  ramifications  of  a  series  of  human  generations, 
and  by  genealogical  science  that  branch  of  history  which  aims  at  securing  fulness 
and  accuracy  in  the  accounts  men  give  of  the  antecedents  of  families  which  have 
attained  to  distinction,  the  modern  genealogist  cannot  but  be  conscious  that  he 
occupies  a  comparatively  narrow  field,  and  one  from  which  the  larger  interests  of 
mankind  are  daily  further  receding." 

This  is  flattering  to  the  "modern  genealogist,"  but  the  fact,  thus  elaborately 
and  painfully  stated  by  the  Britannica,  is  still  a  fact.   Hark  to  the  lock-step  tramp 
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of  kings  and  kinglets;  witness  the  disposal  of  crowns  and  coronets  upon  the 
scrap-heap,  the  leveling  tendencies  of  the  present.  Small  blame  to  those  who 
will  have  none  of  (lenealogy  as  defined  by  the  Britannica!  A  mere  catalogue  of 
names  and  an  occasional  attack  of  vertigo  when  one  turns  up  with  an  affixed 
K.  C.  B.  or  a  prefixed  "Sir!"  The  genealogists  of  the  past,  influenced  by  the 
infirm  and  decadent  spirit  of  monarch}',  with  the  innumerable  gradations  per- 
taining to  that  passing  system,  have  bequeathed  to  us  this  paralytic  notion  of 
genealogy,  which  only  induces  a  snobbishness  that  amazes  the  uninitiated  and 
a  disposition  toward  untruth  that  is  a  foe  of  human  interest.  "If  one  stops  at 
the  right  place  in  genealogy,  a  creditable  ancestry  is  always  obtained." 

Hut  genealogy  is  a  nobler  thing.  Its  justification  we  may  find  in  the  words 
of  lOdmund  Burke:  "People  will  not  look  forward  to  posterity  who  never  look 
backward  to  their  ancestors."  (Jenealogy  reinstates  for  our  benefit  the  past 
out  of  which  we  have  come  that  it  may  function  helpfully  for  future  generations 
in  our  ow  n  lives. 

"Bride  ol  race,  of  nationhood,  of  citizenship  these,'.'  says  Sir  Martin 
Conway,  "are  emotions  which  no  one  will  undervalue,  or  consider  to  be  anything 
but  a  precious  birthright  for  those  who  inherit  them.  They  are  what  the  indi- 
vidual inherits  from  the  crowd  into  which  he  happens  to  be  born  It  is 

a  notable  power  for  good."  But  there  is  another  inheritance  .  Through  tin1 
contending  currents  of  crowd-forces  and  crowd-traditions  amid  which  birth 
places  us  there  flows  a  warmer  current,  an  influence  making  for  stability  of  life 
and  character,  and  it  comes  through  a  certain  personal  consciousness  of  linkage 
with  tin1  past.    For  the  sake  of  this  we  study  genealogy. 

From  one  more  writer,  preeminent  in  his  field,  let  me  quote.  Says  Sir 
Francis  ( ialton:  "The  principle  of  hereditary  descent  by  w  hich  the  characteristics 
of  races  are  preserved,  is  a  fundamental  law  of  life;  and  the  investigation  of  its 
action,  limits  and  causes,  is  the  task  of  biological  science.  Genealogy  alone  can 
supply  the  facts  for  such  investigation."  Here,  then,  our  genealogical  interests 
bring  us  into  direct  touch  with  biology,  psychology,  eugenics  -with  all  those 
sciences  which  investigate  the  problems  of  heredity,  not  alone  for  curiosity's 
sake,  but  for  the  betterment  of  human  conditions.  When  we  and  our  sister 
societies  have  realized  that  we  cannot  pursue  our  genealogical  way  unmindful 
of  the  drift  toward  the  merging  of  human  interests,  and  of  the  many  other  crowds 
to  w  hich  w  e  all  belong,  we  shall  acquire  objects  t  hat  will  take1  lis  outside  ourselves 
and  give  us  internal  organization,  through  purpose,  to  match  our  excellent  out- 
ward one. 

Our  genealogical  societies  have  followed  with  much  pleasure  to  their  more 
interested  members,  but  with  small  hope  of  progress  amid  the  currents  of  modern 
life,  the  path  of  genealogical  investigation  and  the  way  of  social  entertainment. 
Between  these  interests  there  has  been  established,  thus  far,  no  real  connection 
such  as,  1  trust,  we  shall,  all  working  together,  provide  within  our  own  society. 
The  many,  to  whom  esoteric  interest  in  groping  amid  dusty  records  for  the  nth 
cousin  of  X  does  not  appeal  as  a  vital  one,  must  find  in  the  cabalistic  sign  of  five 
letters,  disposed  in  a  certain  order,  the  sole  reason  for  making  merry  on  fine, 
vacation  days  with  "our  crowd,"  and  not  wit  h  some  ot her  much  nearer  t  heir  homes 
Under  such  conditions  enthusiasm  for  genealogy  will  never  reach  the  boiling  point. 

Our  societies  are  "on  the  main  line"  which  leads  to  patriotic  and  socially 
effective  endeavor,  to  intelligent  interest  in  the  problems  of  heredity  and  ot 
human  betterment,  to  intelligent  action  in  view7  of  the  perils  of  anarchism  and 
unrest  which  threaten.  In  some  one  or  more  of  these  hundred  concerns  of  the 
present  we  are  ourselves  as  individuals  interested.  But  a  true  crowd  consciousness 
our  genealogical  societies  seem  not  to  have.  Let  us  not  stand  in  the  way  of 
progress  and  from  a  narrow  sectarian  genealogical  interest  be  swept  aside  with 
the  cry:  "Out  of  the  way  for  the  crowds  who  do  not  play  with  the  things  of  the 
past,  but  have  learned  how  to  use  them." 

That  Resolution,  which  was  passed  by  those  of  our  number  who  were  present 
at  the  last  reunion,  unanimously  pledging  us  to  uphold  the  principles  of  our  Govern- 
ment for  the  successful  prosecution  of  the  war,  was  in  the  right,  direction.  But  a 
crowd  consciousness  cannot  be  formed  by  a  Resolution,  whose1  effect  is  dependent 
upon  the  memories  and  continued  interest  of  the  individuals  composing  that 
crowd,  sitting  demobilized  in  their  homes.  It  is  only  action  for  the  sake  of  objects, 
however  small,  that  are  outside  our  special  interests,  but  into  which  those  inter- 
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ests  naturally  lead,  that  will  supply  any  society  with  a  real  basis  for  healthy  growth 
and  furnish  reasons  that  will  he  genuinely  believed  for  urging  membership  within 
it.  If  the  society  wait  until  it  has  perfected  all  arrangements  for  the  doing  of  great 
tilings,  it  will  find  itself  ere  long  out  of  the  running.  Crowd  forces  are  unrelenting. 
The  individual  has  sympathy  for  "hobbies."    Crowds  know  no  compassion. 

Precisely  what  those  objects  should  be  I  need  not  say.  Some  which  have 
appealed  to  me  I  have  suggested  in  the  past  through  the  medium  of  these  reports. 
It  is  more  important,  and  the  first  condition  of  acquiring  a  genuine  crowd  con- 
sciousness that  we  discover  by  correspondence  and  by  effort  made  at  our  meetings 
what  our  sense  of  our  objective  interests  in  genealogy  really  are  as  distinguished 
from  our  subjective  or  professional  and  social  interests. 

Nor  should  we  neglect  any  means  at  hand  to  promote  this  end,  such  as,  for 
example,  to  accept  the  responsibility  as  individuals  of  being  present  ourselves 
and  of  effecting  our  participation  as  a  society  in  that  great  celebration,  to  be  held 
in  1020,  when  the  nation  will  gather  at  Plymouth,  that  historic  temple-town, 
dedicated  in  the  hearts  and  memories  of  us  all  to  (hose  heroic  pioneers  who  set 
themselves  courageously  against  the  despotic  political  and  religious  ideas  of  then- 
day,  and,  to  implant  better  conceptions  of  man  in  a  Xew  World,  won  battles 
against  the  forces  of  sea  and  wind  and  forest  and  stream  and  hostile  races,  seem- 
ingly mobilized  to  crush  them  in  their  weakness.  By  such  tribute,  rendered  to 
its  heroes  of  the  past,  does  the  national  crowd  win  consciousness  of  itself  and  of 
the  service  it  may  render  to  mankind,  and  it  is  by  thoughtful  preparation  and 
participation,  as  occasion  may  offer,  that  the  smaller  unit-crowd  acquires  its 
right  to  continuance  in  the  larger. 

Not  as  an  after-thought,  but  as  a  consequence  of  the  above,  comes  the 
recognition  that,  for  the  benefit  of  the  future  generations  toward  which  we  look, 
as  well  as  to  render  assistance  to  our  able  officers  in  their  present  work,  we  should, 
as  speedily  as  possible,  prepare  and  forward  to  our  Secretary  the  brief  biographical 
accounts  of  the  members  of  our  immediate  families  that  are  required  for  filing  at 
the  office.    This  should  be  a  welcome  labor  and  it  is  one  that  is  urgently  required. 

With  the  suggestion  that  a  genealogical  society  is  potentially  a  more  im- 
portant thing  than  genealogical  tradition  has  made  it,  I  venture,  in  conclusion, 
upon  a  definition  of  Genealogy,  which  I  am  well  aware  no  professional  genealogist 
would  accept.  If  any  member  of  the  T.  G.  S.  approves  or  disapproves  this  defini- 
tion sufficiently  to  write  me  at  the  above  address,  offering  emendations  for  my 
benefit,  1  shall  esteem  the  communication  a  favor  and  the  means  to  a  valued 
acquaintance.  Genealogy,  then,  is  the  purposeful  study  of  ancestry,  with  the 
object  of  providing  a  group  of  people  having  common  antecedents  with  a  bond  of 
traditions,  sentiments  and"  ideals  that  will  remove  its  abstractness  from  history, 
bring  the  members  of  the  group  into  more  vital  contact  with  humanity's  past, 
and  induce  in  them  a  consciousness  of  common  ideals  and  a  disposition  to  strive 
for  their  attainment,  through  the  medium  of  group  effort,  in  modern  life. 


LONGEVITY 

On  page  20  of  the  1915-16  report  we  offered  a  concrete  example  of  extreme 
longevity  as  exhibited  by  a  single  Tower  family. 

At  this  time  as  furt  her  proof  of  this  extreme  longevity  of  the  descendants  of 
John  Tower1,  we  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  recent  deaths  among  members  of 
the  Tower  Genealogical  Society  as  recorded  on  page  $6  of  t  his  report  . 

Of  the  deaths  there  recorded  you  will  find  representatives  from  three  of  the 
strongest  branches  of  the  Tower  family.  The  average  age  at  death  for  these 
members  is  07.3  years.  When  you  consider  that  two  of  these  recorded  deaths 
were  due  to  unnatural  causes,  it  is  safe  to  assume  that  a  person  who  bears  Tower 
blood  in  his  or  her  veins  bids  fair  to  reach  the  Biblical  standard  of  three  score  and 
ten  years.

SEVENTH  REUNION  OF  THE  TOWER  FAMILY

Report  by  FRANK  WARREN  TOWER,  Chairman  of  Reunion  Committee 

HEN  the  Reunion  Committee  was  appointed  for  the  seventh  reunion, 
it  was  deemed  advisable  to  hold  the  meeting  in  Springfield,  Mass. 
Accordingly,  on  .June  20th,  the  "'Power  (Man,"  150  strong,  assembled 
in  the  Mahogany  Room  of  the  Auditorium  Building.  We  gathered 
mainly  from  the  central  and  western  part  of  the  State,  although  several 
representatives  were  present  from  other  sections  and  a  few  from  other  states. 
Many  new  faces  and  families  were  present  and  the  older  members  were  greatly 
encouraged  and  pleased  to  note  the  interest  manifested  by  them,  and  it  is  hoped 
the  whole  family  will  retain  the  lively  interest  shown  in  this  gathering  for  our 
future  general  welfare. 

The  object  of  holding  this  meet  ing  in  this  city  seems  to  have  been  attained, 
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that  of  interesting  the  many  Towers  of  this  vicinity,  who  had  not  found  it  conven- 
ient to  attend  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  State.  The  many  general,  cordial  and 
hearty  greetings  testified  to  the  pleasure  enjoyed  in  another  opportunity  to 
meet  and  exchange  experiences  since  our  last  gathering.  The  smaller  groups 
gradually  merged  into  the  larger  one  and  our  interests  became  one  in  common. 

It  is  difficult  to  express  the  mingled  feelings  of  the  various  groups  as  they 
met  in  the  close  ties  of  the  individual  family  groups,  or  the  larger  mutual  recog- 
nition of  the  enlarged  family  to  which  all  belonged.  Many  recollections  of  the 
earlier  meetings,  the  pleasant  times  we  enjoyed  together,  the  many  new- friend- 
ships formed  growing  stronger  with  the  passage  of  years,  as  well  as  the  strong 
feeling  of  family  unity,  seems  to  have  taken  hold  of  this  family  in  the  bonds 
of  love. 

After  the  general  registration,  in  the  early  afternoon;  a  splendid  group  picture 
was  taken  of  about  125  members  of  the  family.  We  then  re-asseinbled  for  the 
business  meeting,  prior  to  which,  Mayor  Frank  Stacy  extended  the  hospitality 
of  the  city  to  our  family.  After  a  brief  business  session,  called  to  order  and 
presided  over  by  1' 'rank  Warren  Tower,  in  t  he  absence  of  the  president ,  t  he  officers 
for  the  ensuing  year  were  chosen  and  elected. 

At  the  close  of  the  business  session  we  adjourned  to  the  banquet  hall,  in  the 
Odd  Fellows  Building  on  Pynehon  Street,  where  full  justice  was  given  to  a  very 
satisfactory  repast,  presided  over  by  Charles  Wesley  Tower,  and  served  by  the 
Laura!  Court  No.  1  Order  of  the  Amaranth.  The  tables  were  arranged  in  the 
form  of  the  letter  "T"  and  quite  appropriate1  for  the  occasion.  After  the  inner 
man  had  been  satisfied,  we  were  invited  to  the  Odd  Fellows  bodge  room  on  an 
upper  lloor,  where  music  for  the  evening  had  been  provided  by  Mrs.  Electa 
Gregory  Tower.  This  proved  very  enjoyable.  It  was  a  fitting  adjunct  to  the 
family  entertainment  and  was  fully  appreciated. 

During  the  evening  a  very  instructive  and  entertaining  talk  upon  the  early 
pedigree  of  the  family  was  given  by  bred  Lyman  Tower,  of  Pittsheld,  who  had 
given  much  time  to  gathering  the  facts  presented,  which  are  of  great  value  to  our 
society.  While  the  Towers  were  not  in  the  Ark  we  learned  that  our  ancestry 
could  be  traced  back  to  the  earliest  history  in  Great  Britain.  We  have  as  honora- 
ble a  descent  as  any  family  in  the  Tinted  Kingdom  and  no  cause  to  be  ashamed 
of  the  name  of  Tower.  After  tins  talk,  dancing  was  in  order  and  we  all  became 
young  in  the  enjoyment  of  this  exercise.  All  Towers  not  present  missed  a  delight- 
ful and  instructive  evening  and  everyone  expressed  themselves  as  having  had  a 
good  time. 

Our  second  day  opened  bright  and  sunny  and  a  goodly  number  assembled 
at  the  municipal  building  and  either  took  the  trolley  or  automobiles  to  visit 
Mt.  Tom.

We  had  the  time  of  our  lives  and  came  away  regretfully,  but 
thoroughly  satisfied  at  the  end  of  a  "perfect  day." 

It  is  the  earnest  hope  that  all  who  were  present  and  all  others  who  can  find 
it  possible  to  do  so,  will  at  tend  the  1920  Reunion  of  the  Society  in  Hingham,  where 
the  Old  Home  will  be  open  and  extend  a.  hearty  greeting  to  all  by  the  name  of 
Tower.

While  the  responsibility  for  conduct  of  our  Society  rests  upon  its  oflicers, 
they  in  turn  must  rely  on  assistance  from  the  members  at  large  and  we  would  like 
to  have  our  members  send  us  any  suggestions  they  wish  to  make,  also  send  anec- 
dotes relating  to  the  family  along  the  lines  of  the  one  which  you  will  find  in  this 
report  given  by  Miss  Addie  D.  Stevenson,  member  number  302.  It  is  such 
stories  relating  to  our  family  that  are  very  interesting  and  we  should  begin  now 
to  compile  these  for  the  future  generation.

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RECORDING  SECRETARY'S  REPORT

Mr.  President  and  Fellow  Members: 

Greeting:  It  is  a  pleasure  to  submit  to  you  my  annual  report. 

All  minutes  of  meetings  prior  to  1917  have  been  recorded.  Some  of  the  re- 
ports for  the  years  1017  and  1918  are  to  be  recorded..  There  are  a  few  minor 
details  to  be  attended  to  relative  to  the  records  and  L  have  it  in  mind  to  take  this 
matter  in  hand  with  the  President  at  the  very  earliest  opportunity.  I  have  in 
my  possession  the  recorded  reports  arid1  addresses,  all  of  which  will  eventually  be 
forwarded  to  the  President. 


MEETING  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  HOARD 

An  Executive  Hoard  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Hotel  Essex,  Boston,  Mass., 
on  April  21,  1917  records  of  which  are  in  the  hands  of  the  President,  ready  for 
filing  with  the  Secretary.  (See  records  dated  April  11,  1917.)  It  was  decided  at 
this  meeting  not  to  hold  a  reunion  during  the  year  1917. 


I  would  respectfully  recommend  the  following: 

HavG  one  Secretary  instead  of  two  or  three.  1  believe  now  the  business  of 
the  Society  can  be  handled  under  the  present  management  with  one  Secretary. 
1  have  always  thought  that  there  should  be  only  one  Secretary,  but  this  could 
not  well  be  done  under  the  old  system.  I  do  not  think  that  the  work  of  the  So- 
ciety is  so  voluminous  that  its  members  cannot  decide  upon  the  election  of  one 
Secretary  who  should  be  willing  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  office,  if  these  were 
simplified,  writing  all  minutes  on  loose-leaf  sheets  provide  for  (he  purpose,  and 
mailing  same  to  the  respective  interested  persons  for  their  signatures.  The  Secre- 
tary could  then  at  the  proper  time  have  the  minutes  bound  into  volume  form, 
eliminating  much  extra  work  and  considerable  expense.  In  fact  this  scheme 
should  have  been  adopted  at  the  beginning. 

I  would  further  recommend  that  the  Society  elect  a  Secretary  at  its  next 
annual  meeting,  doing  away  with  the  former  system  of  secretaryship.  The  by- 
laws would  have  to  be  amended  in  the  event  of  modification  as  suggested,  and  to 
amend  them  notice  must  be  given  to  the  members  sixty  days  prior  to  the  annual 
meeting.  (See  by-laws  governing  this  point).  In  case  no  amendments  are  made 
in  time,  these  recommendations  may  be  referred  to  the  incoming  Executive  Hoard 
for  adjustment,  and  the  Hoard  may  hold  the  matter  in  abeyance  until  the  next 
annual  meeting.  During  the  interim  the  Board  may  provide  a  Secretary  whose 
duty  shall  be  to  perforin  the  regular  duties  of  a  Recording  Secretary. 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  for  me  to  be  associated  with  the  Executive  Board,  arid 
the  many  pleasant  meetings  we  have  had  shall  ever  remain  a  cherished  memory 
of  the  work  in  which  the  members  are  so  heartily  interested.  I  sincerely  hope 
that  your  next  Secretary  may  enjoy  the  office  and  continue  the  good  work  that 
the  Tower  ( ienealogical  Society  has  so  well  performed  since  its  incorporation.

MR.    PRESIDENT  AND  MEMBERS!  

This  is  my  first  report  to  you  as  the  highest  executive  officer  in  our  Society 
and  my  first  report  under  the  new  plan  of  presenting  annual  reports  by  officers 
on  the  last  day  of  the  calender  year. 

I  have  strongly  advocated  this  method  of  presenting  reports  for  several  years 
and  1  trust  that  you  will  find  that  the  results  justify  the  change. 

My  last  report  to  the  Society  bears  date  of  June  20,  1916,  hence  this  first 
annual  report  will  cover  only  a  period  of  six  months  and  may  seem  rather  meager 
on  that  account . 

Deaths  among  members  of  the  Tower  Genealogical  Society  not  previously 
reported  by  me  are  as  follows:  (See  necrology  list  on  Page  .'50  of  t  his  report). 

Three  new  applications  have  been  received  and  approved. 

One  thousand  one  hundred  thirty-six  personal  genealogical  charts  have  been 
reeeived,  recorded  and  properly  filed  by  me  since  the  organization  of  our  Society. 

As  you  are  about  to  inaugurate  a  compaign  for  new  members  to  our  Society 
among  the  descendants  of  .John  Tower  (1)1  feel  that  a  brief  resume  of  our  present 
membership  may  not  be  amiss.  The  total  applications  received  and  approved 
to  date  are  three  hundred  eighty-eight.  Forty-two  members  have  died  and  six- 
teen have  resigned.  Our  total  active  membership  at  the  present  time  is  three 
hundred  thirty.  Of  these  living  members  one  hundred  sixty-six  are  women  and 
one  hundred  sixty-four  are  men.  Of  the  total  applicants,  one  hundred  fifteen 
are  from  the  J  brook  branch,  one  hundred  one  from  the  Benjamin  branch,  seventy- 
two  from  the  Jeremiah  branch,  thirty-eight  from  the  John  branch,  twenty-one 
from  the  Samuel  branch  and  forty-one  are  not  descendants  of  .John  Tower  ( 1 ). 

The  fact  that  many  descendants  of  the  John  and  Samuel  branches  are  now- 
located  in  the  West  accounts  for  low  representation  of  these  branches  in  our  so- 
ciety. There  are  many  descendants  of  .John  Tower  (1)  who  do  not  know  our 
Society  exists.  Along  with  this  campaign  for  new  members  your  Corresponding 
Secretary  will  endeavor  to  secure1  the  addresses  of  the  descendants  wdio  live  in 
these  far  western  states.  I  hope  every  member  will  co-operate  with  me  in  this 
effort  to  extend  the  knowledge  of  our  Society  to  every  descendant  of  .John  Tower 
( J  )  in  1'.  S.  A.

I  wish  to  take  this,  my  first  opportunity,  to  publicly  acknowledge  my  appre- 
ciation of  the  faithful  work  of  Mrs.  Harper,  who,  though  she  is  an  invalid,  takes 
the  keenest  interest  in  all  the  work  of  this  Society. 

During  the  past  year  your  Corresponding  Secretary  made  a  pilgrimage  to 
Batavia  N.  Y.,  where  he  found  several  Towers  who  had  no  knowledge  of  the 
Tower  Genealogy  or  of  our  Society  and  much  less  that  they  were  descendants  of 
John  Tower1.  If  you  will  turn  to  page  241,  art.  302,  IV,  of  your  Tower  Gen- 
ealogy you  will  see  that  Isaac  Webb  Tower0  had  a  son  Thomas7  born  about  1804 
at  Northampton,  Mass.,  and  who  removed  to  the  State  of  New  York  in  early  life. 
My  investigations  at  Batavia  have  revealed  the  major  portions  of  the  descendants 
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of  Thomas  Tower7,  the  data  for  whom  will  soon  become  the  completed  records  of 
the  Society. 

In  my  report*  to  you  which  bears  the  date  of  June  26,  1916,  you  will  note 
that  I  mentioned  a  family  of  Towers  located  in  western  Pennsylvania  who  could 
trace  their  ancestry  back  to  1740  without  seeming  to  connect,  up  with  any  known 
descendants  of  John  Tower".  This  family  held  an  annual  reunion  and  last  year 
your  Society  sent  our  Assistant  Recording  Secret  ary,  Carl  Vernon  Tower  to  Low- 
ville,  Erie  Co.,  Penn.  to  attend  their  reunion  held  on  the  June  19,  1917. 

A  complete  report  of  that  reunion  is  in  my  possession  and  reveals  many  sur- 
prising facts  a  few  of  which  may  be  of  interest  here.  The  attendance  was  55, 
which  represents  only  a  small  portion  of  those  who  can  claim  descent  from  Nehe- 
miah  Tower  and  Abigail  Jewell  who  are  the  earliest  positively  known  ancestors 
of  this  branch.  There  was  a  tradition  in  this  family  that  the  father  of  Xeheiniah 
Tower  was  Nathaniel  Tower  who  died  in  Otsego  Co.  X.  Y.  Date  unknow  n. 

A  careful  study  of  the  known  facts,  dates,  places,  allied  families,  etc.,  leads 
me  to  the  supposition  that  the  above  mentioned  Nehenhah  Tower  is  none  other 
than  the  .Jeremiah''  Tower  mentioned  on  page  201,  art.  205,  II,  whose  birth,  mar- 
riage, and  death  are  practically  unrecorded  in  the  Tower  Genealogy. 

This  family  is  positive  that  the  mother  of  Xeheiniah  Tower  was  Lydia  Beal 
and  that  she  died  at  Java,  Wyoming  Co.,  in  ls;>7,  very  aged.  My  research  has 
proved  that  Lydia  Beal,  mother  of  Jeremiah1'  Tower  was  born  in  Abington,  Mass., 
( )etober  13,  1748,  and  as  Quincy  Bicknell  failed  to  record  eit  her  her  birt  h  or  death, 
it  is  safe  to  assume  that  little  was  known  of  her  ancestry  or  descendants  at  the 
time  he  compiled  the  genealogy. 

Let  us  consider  a  few  of  the  side  lights  in  this  remarkable  genealogical  record. 
This  Nehemiah  Tower  was  born  in  1771,  place  unknow  n,  and  he  died  in  Otsego 
Co.,  N.  V.,  date  unknown;  but  Bicknell  says  that  "Jeremiah1'  was  married  and 
died  at  the  age  of  36"?  Now  if  we  substitute  Xeheiniah  for  Jeremiah  it  would 
bring  the  date  of  his  death  about  1810  or  just  at  the  beginning  of  stirring  times 
in  this  new  Republic.  Nehemiah  Tower  married  Abigail  .Jewell  about  L794-5 
and  had  seven  children.  'The  first  son  and  second  child  bore  the  significant  name 
of  liela,  a  rare  name  among  Towers  and  appearing  but  once  in  the  first  eight  gen- 
erations recorded  in  the  Tower  genealogy  and  then  as  a  second  cousin  once 
removed  to  Jeremiah6  Tower. 

If  our  Nehemiah  is  the  Jeremiah1'  (if  the  Bicknell  genealogy,  what  could  be 
more  significant  than  that  he  should  name  his  first  son  for  a  distant  cousin  whom 
he  might  have  visited  in  llingham,  Mass. 

Another  significant  fact  is  that  Matthew''  Tower,  brother  of  Jeremiah  also 
removed  to  New  York  State  and  had  a  son  born  there  in  1814,  whom  he  named 
Nehemiah  while1  he  did  not  name  any  of  his  six  sons  Jeremiah  although  he  showed 
a  marked  tendency  to  employ  family  names  as  witness.  Matthew,  Lydia,  Abraham 
and  Nabby  (Abigail).  Our  Nehemiah  also  named  his  third  child  Abigail.  This 
record  shows  a  crossing  up  of  names  that  seems  to  me  to  be  more  than  accidental. 

I  do  not  wish  to  cumber  the  official  records  with  dry  genealogical  data  but 
suffice  it  to  say  that  your  Corresponding  Secretary  hopes  some  day  to  prove  be- 
yond a  shadow  of  a  doubt  that  this  stray  branch  of  Towers  up  in  the  hills  of 
western  Pennsylvania  are  descendants  of  John  Tower1. 

The  present  address  of  the  following  members  is  unknown  to  your  Corre- 
sponding Secretary,  any  information  as  to  their  present  location  would  be  grate- 
fully received.  (The  address  following  the  name  is  the  last  known  place  of  resi- 
dence).

It  is  just  ten  years  ago  this  month  that  George  Warren  Tower  our  honored 
Ex-President  invited  me  to  help  him  organize  the  first.  Tower  reunion,  and  out  of 
that  work  was  horn  the  Tower  Genealogical  Society. 

During  the  past  decade  we  have  received  into  the  Society  four  hundred  mem- 
bers. We  have  held  seven  most  successful  reunions  at  which  over  thirteen  hundred 
descendants  of  John  Tower  1  and  their  friends  have  registered.  We  have  acquired 
a  most  remarkable  and  valuable  set  of  group  pictures  showing  the  faces  of  over 
six  hundred  Towers.  We  have  collected  sufficient  data  to  fill  another  volume  of 
the  Tower  genealogy.  We  have  erected  a  magnificent  shaft  at  the  High  Street 
cemetry  in  Bingham,  Mass.  marking  the  burial  place  of  John  Tower  and  Mar- 
garet [brook. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  lost  by  death  the  following  members:  (See 
necrology  list  on  page  30  of  this  report  ). 

We  have  received  six  new  members,  one  of  whom  resides  in  the  Philippine 
Islands. 

A  successful  reunion  was  held  hist  June  in  Springfield,  Mass.  at  which  we  were 
fortunate  to  hear  a  fine  discourse  upon  our  early  English  ancestry  delivered  by 
Fred  Lyman  Tower  of  Pittsfield,  Mass.,  an  extract  of  which  will  be  found  in  the 
annual  report. 

At  the  election  of  officers  this  year  you  decided  upon  a  radical  change  in  the 
Secretaryship  of  the  Society.  You  evidently  thought  that  the  Corresponding 
Secretary  had  a  very  light  task,  so  you  conferred  upon  him  the  added  honor — 
and  "some"  labor — -of  the  office  of  Recording  Secretary.  As  the  incumbent  of 
the  latter  office  1  will  say  that  1  shall  try  to  consolidate  the  work  and  simplify  the 
keeping  of  the  records  so  that  my  work  may  justify  your  judgment. 

As  your  Recording  Secretary  I  have  attended  one  annual  meeting  and  one 
Executive  Board  meeting  of  your  Society.  The  minutes  of  those  meetings  are 
now  in  type-written  form  and  have  been  approved  by  your  President.  Next  year 
I  propose  to  open  a  new,  loose-leaf,  record  book,  and  all  records  will  be  kept  in 
duplicate.

Address  by  FRED  LYMAN  TOWER  of  Piltsfield,  Muss,

SEVENTH  REUNION 

My  Kindred: 

1  take  you  back  to  the  year  600  B.C.,  to  the  early  Britons,  who  dwelt  in  rude 
huts,  a  people  of  unkempt  hair  and  high  cheek-hones,  a  brave,  fearless  people, 
living  in  bands,  each  band  having  its  own  king. 

Sometimes  two  or  three  of  these  tribes  were  united  under  one  king.  But. 
the  real  power  was  in  the  hands  of  the  Gentry.  It  was  the  Gentry  who  lent  them 
lands  and  sold  them  cattle,  it  was  here,  in  fact,  that  the  landed  Gentry  of 
England  started  one  of  the  two  classes  of  English  nobility,  the  other  consisting 
of  the  Peers  of  the  Realm. 

The  business  of  this  gentry  was  war,  and  brave  soldiers  composed  it.  Caesar, 
during  his  invasion  of  England  in  55  B.C.,  spoke  of  the  gentry  as  a  fierce,  brave, 
and  warlike  people.  The  Tower  family  of  England  has  always  belonged  to  this 
class.  It  was  of  the  Cymery  stock — sometimes  called  I  vim-cry — the  second  to 
reach  England  from  Spain  at  a  very  early  period. 

The  earliest  mention  of  the  name  "Tower"  was  as  an  English  family  name, 
derived  from  the  Gallic  and  Saxon  "Tor,"  the  French  "Tom-,"  and  the  Welch 
"Twi."  It  meant  any  hill,  lofty  eminence,  high  building,  or  place  of  strong 
defence;  We  find  its  first  application  as  a  family  name  in  the  mention  by  Lud 
of  one  Oswald  Tower,  who,  about  the  year  650  A.D.,  appears  to  have  been 
living  at  Bourgelon,  near  Lancaster,  the  capital  city  of  Lancastershire,  on  the 
west  coast  of  England.  There  seems  to  be  little  doubt  that  this  is  the  man  from 
whom  we  sprang. 

It  is  difficult  to  trace  lineage  in  England  as  parish  records  were  not  ordered 
by  the  Crown  until  the  year  1538.  The  towns  were  slow  in  taking  up  this  order 
and  Hfegham,  the  place  from  which  John  Tower  came,  did  not  keep  any  records 
until  the  year  1000  or  nine  years  before  John  was  baptized.  It  is  principally  by 
old  wills  and  law  records  that  you  can  trace  the  lives,  and  also  by  the  private 
records  of  families,  which  are  difficult  to  obtain. 

It  was  at  Tatham  (now  Towton),  in  Lancastershire  County,  that  the  Tower 
family  was  anciently  located.  From  there  they  seem  to  have  scattered  to  almost 
all  parts  of  England.  Especially  does  the  drift  seem  to  have  been  east  and  south, 
with  East  Buckingham,  Cambridge,  Essex,  Norfolk  and  Durham  Counties  as 
favorites. 

Let  me  mention  some  of  the  beautiful  estates  of  the  Tower  families,  a  few 
of  them  being  very  old  as  well  as  beautiful.  Weald  Hall,  for  example,  in  Essex 
County,  near  Brentwood,  has  been  in  the  possession  of  the  family  for  more  than 
three  hundred  years.  Huntsmore  Park,  in  Buckingham  County,  near  Uxbridge, 
is  another  old  possession  of  the  family,  while  llmtons  Manor,  in  Ely,  or  Isle  of 
Ely,  about  twenty  miles  from  Hingham,  Elemere  Hall,  in  Durham  County,  and 
Holridge  Grange,  in  York  County, 

In  my  opinion,  Robert  Tower,  of  Hingham,  and  Thomas  Tower,  of  Wyers- 
dale,  near  Lancaster,  were  brothers.  Why  Robert  went  to  Hingham,  Norfolk 
County,  I  do  not  know.  It  might  have  been  on  account  of  troubles  about  family 
affairs.  I  have  been  unable  to  trace  the  lineage1  of  Dorothy  Damon,  his  wife. 
Only  the  examination  of  private  family  records  in  England  can  render  our  data 
complete. 

We  know  that  the  three  Sir  Christopher  Towers  were  public  men  and  that 
each  sat  in  Parliament  for  long  periods  and  held  other  positions  of  trust  and  honor. 
I  believe  that  Robert  Tower  was  an  uncle  of  the  first  Sir  Christopher.  I  have 
also  found  that  in  six  instances  Towers  married  Proctors.  Bourgelon,  the  home 
of  Oswald  Tower,  has  disappeared,  but  it  was,  as  already  stated,  near  Lancaster, 
and  to  Lancaster  every  T-O-W-E-R  family  and  every  T-O-W-E-R-S  family  trace 
their  beginning.

Following  Mayor  Stacy's  address,  the  Chairman  of  the  Reunion  Committee 
Mr.  Frank  Warren  Tower,  gave  a  brief  and  vivid  resume  of  the  various  points 
of  historical  interest  in  Springfield  and  vicinity. 

The  Society  adjourned  to  the  Auditorium  entrance  where  an  excellent 
group  §  photograph  was  taken. 

In  the  absence  of  the  President  and  Vice-President  of  the  Society,  the 
regular  business  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Reunion 
Committee,  Mr.  Frank  Warren  Tower,  at  4.40  P.  M. 

Mr.  Frank  Warren  Tower  was  made  President  pro  tempore.  He  addressed 
the  Society,  summing  up  briefly  its  past  activities,  and  announced  some  of  the 
plans  for  the  future. 

Mr.  Walter  Famont  Tower  was  elected  Secretary  pro  tempore  because  of 
the  absence  of  Mr.  Francis  Leon  Tower.

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THE  EXPERIENCES  OF  ONE  MICHIGAN 
PIONEER 

As  Related  by  his  Grandaiighter,  MISS  ADD  IK  1).  STEVENSON,*0  Member  No.  362 

^EL^ER  BIRD8,  grandson  of  Sarah  Tower  Bates",  came  to  Michigan 
from  Manchester,  New  York,  in  the  year  1833,  returning  the  next  year 
to  Manchester  for  his  family,  which  at  that  time  consisted  of  his  wife 
and  two  little  daughters,  Frances  and  Catherine. 
At  that  time  they  were  several  days  making  the  trip  by  boat  from 
Buffalo  to  Detroit.  After  reaching  Detroit,  Mr.  Bird  purchased  two  Yoke  of  Oxen. 
Having  brought  Ins  wagon  with  him  he  loaded  his  goods  and  with  the  family 
started  on  his  homeward  way  through  the  wilderness  to  Livingston  County.  The 
roads  were  in  such  bad  condition  that  the  wagon  would  sink  into  deep  holes  or  ruts 
from  which  it  was  impossible  for  the  Oxen  To  draw  the  load  out  on  firm  ground. 
My  Grandfather  would  patiently  unload,  get  the  wagon  out  on  solid  ground  and 
reload.    Quite  different  from  the  way  autos  spin  over  the  same  road  today! 

Gardner  Bird,  Uncle  of  Melzer  Bird,  lived  one-half  mile  away  from  (band- 
father's  farm,  so  when  the  family  arrived  they  had  a  place  to  stay  until  Grand- 
father could  build  a  log  house.  There  were  so  many  in  t  he  t  wo  families,  my  ( J  rand- 
mother  did  her  cooking  out-of-doors  by  a  stump.  When  they  moved  into  their 
own  home,  tire  was  carried  on  a  shovel,  as  there  were  no  matches  in  those  days, 
and  lire  was  not  allowed  to  go  out,  it  being  too  precious.  At  that  time  the  only 
way  to  heat  the  houses  or  cook  was  by  a  fireplace,  as  it  was  called  then.  There 
was  plenty  of  wood  and  quite  large  logs  were  burned.  1  have  heard  old  people 
tell  about  how  one  side  would  be  burning  while  the  other  was  freezing. 

My  Mother,  Prances  Bird  Stevenson,  used  to  tell  the  following  incident. 
Her  Mot  heir  placed  the  tea  kettle  on  the  logs  to  boil,  and  later  the  logs  fell  apart 
and  let  the  kettle  fall  over.  The  hot  water  funning  down  through  a  hole  in  the 
hearth,  which  was  made  of  stones,  out  came  a  big  snake,  or  partly  so,  as  he  was 
too  large  to  come  out  entirely.  Grandfather  took  the  tongs  and  pulled  it  out  the 
rest  of  the  way  ;uul  dispatched  him  to  the  place  dead  snakes  go. 

At  first  they  did  not  have  any  doors  and  hung  blankets  over  the  openings. 
My  Mother  well  remembers  the  wolves  howling  and  scratching  on  the  outside 
of  the  house. 

Mr.  Bird  would  sometimes  have  to  be  gone  over  night,  it  being  so  far  to  go 
to  get  supplies.  Grandmother  and  the  children  would  be  obliged  to  stay  alone, 
and  at  such  times  she  would  take  the  children  to  the  upper  part  of  the  house  and 
when  she  was  ready  to  go  to  bed  draw  up  the  ladder  and  place  it  over  the  opening. 

Melzer  Bird  would  walk  24  miles  to  Ann  Arbor,  or  forty  to  Detroit,  before  he 
had  horses,  and  carry  supplies  home  on  his  back. 

At  one  time  he  heard  there  were  forty  acres  of  timber  land  to  be  sold  on  what 
is  called  tax  title  and,  wanting  the  land,  he  walked  to  Detroit  and  bought  it.  Just 
as  Mr.  Bird  was  coming  down  the  court  house  stairs  he  met  another  man  going  up 
who  was  after  the  same  piece;  of  land.  Neither  knew  the  other  wanted  it  and  they 
both  had  walked  to  Detroit.  Grandfather  being  six  feet  two  inches  tall,  was  able 
to  get  over  the  ground  faster. 

When  the  Birds  first  came  to  Michigan,  the  only  way  they  had  of  lighting 
the  house  at  night  was  by  a  small  britannia  lamp  they  brought  with  them,  an 
odd  looking  affair.  There  was  a  place  to  draw  in  candle  wick  and  some  kind  of 
oil  or  grease  was  burned  in  it.  W  hen  it  was  needed  as  a  lantern  it  was  placed  in  a 
round  tin  frame  with  holes  punched  in  the  sides  to  let  the  light  shine  out. 

Grandfather  brought  from  Detroit  the  first  kerosene  oil  lamp,  and  they  had 
it  for  a  vear  before  Grandmother  would  allow  it  to  be  lighted,  she  being  so  afraid 
of  it. 

The  Indians  were  quite  plentiful  at  that  time,  but  friendly.  One  night  one 
walked  into  the  house,  there  being  nothing  to  keep  him  out,  and  stood  over  the 
bed  where  Grandfather  was  and  kept  saying  "Light,  light."  The  Indian  had 
taken  so  much  fire  water  he  could  not  see  to  get  back  to  camp,  and  wanted  to 
borrow  the  lantern  to  find  his  way.  Grandfather  let  him  have  it.  Grandmother 
objected  and  said  they  would  never  see  it  again,  but  the  Indian  brought  it  back 
the  next  day. 
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Often  the  Indians  would  line  up  on  their  ponies  in  front  of  the  house,  and  a 
big  one  would  come  to  the  house  with  a  long  knife  in  his  hand  and  demand  some- 
thing to  eat,  and  you  may  be  sure  he  got  what  was  cooked.  They  never  harmed 
anyone,  though  at  such  times  the  children  would  hide.  I  have  often  heard  my 
Aunl  Adeline  Bird  tell  about  her  and  her  sister  Kate  crawling  in  between  the 
potato  vines  to  hide  from  the  Indians. 

Melzer  Bird  was  a  very  useful  man  in  a  new  country,  having  learned  the 
Cooper  and  Carpenters  trade  before  he  came  to  Michigan,  and  was  called  on  to 
make  all  the  tight  barrels,  houses,  barns  and  even  Coffins  for  the  country  miles 
around.  He  made  103  coffins  before  they  could  do  better.  Made  the  coffins  for 
one  family  from  black  walnut  lumber  that  the  man  had  brought  with  him  for  that 
purpose.  Mr.  Bird  even  took  lumber  from  his  own  barn  to  make  a  coffin  for  one 
man's  wife.    Afterwards  this  man  was  mean  enough  never  to  pay  for  it. 

Grandfather  built  the  first  stoned  up  well,  and  it  is  still  in  use.  lie  was  Post- 
master, Justice  of  the  Peace  and  held  other  offices.  There  is  one  member  of  his 
family  still  living,  and  on  the  same  farm,  Mulia  Adeline  Bird.  There  were  seven 
children,  two  sons  and  five  daughters  in  Melzer  Bird's  family.

advent  urer." 

The  present  writer,  like  the  hero  of  "Coningsby,"  has  too  often  ventured 
upon  mere  opinions,  regarding  the  past  and  present  condition  of  that  ancient  and 
honorable  science  termed  "  ( ienoalogy,"  and  of  the  opportunities  which  a  numer- 
ous, intelligent,  and  well-organized  family  like  our  own  may  find  for  converting 
it  in  I  o  something  having  intelligible  connect  ion  with  sister  sciences,  aiul  real  bear- 
ing upon  the  real  problems  of  everyday  life  in  w  hich  everyday  men  and  women 
are  interested. 

For,  after  all,  we  have  to  learn  what  things  are  by  doing  them.  We  were  Repub- 
licans, or  Democrats,  Baptists,  or  Episcopalians,  Methodists,  or  United  Brethren, 
long  before  we  ventured  to  ask  ourselves  why  we  were  one  or  the  other-  -if Ave  over 
did  ask  t  he  quest  ion  -  -and  evolution  has  in  like  manner  decreed  t  hat  we  should  be 
genealogists  and  members  of  genealogical  societies  before  raising  and  satisfying 
speculative  doubts  as  to  the  whither  and  wherefore  of  genealogy. 

So  it  is  with  a  distinct  feeling  of  relief  that  I  turn  from  genealogical  adven- 
turing in  Introductions  hortatory,  didactic,  or  expository,  and,  going  with  my 
family,  sirs,  like  a  gentleman,  lay  before  you  quite  a  simple  and  orthodox  coneep- 
t  ion  of  our  need. 

I  say  need  (in  the  singular)  advisedly;  for  while  a  genealogical  society  like 
our  own  may  in  time  discover  many  needs,  there  is  obviously  but  one  need  at 
present  and  for  us,  if  we  do  but  heed  the  many  voices  that  clamor  on  all  sides. 
Your  own  is  perhaps  one  of  these.  It  is  not  for  you,  then,  that  the  coming  an- 
nouncement is  to  be  made,  but  for  you  others  who,  with  all  your  loyally  to  the 
Towci-  family  and  its  Society,  have  for  sufficient  reasons  been  unable  to  keep  in 
close  touch  with  the  Society  and  its  development  since  that  memorable  year  ot 
its  beginning   1909.  Briefly, 

WE  NEED  A  TOWER  GENEALOGY 

"But  have  we  not  a  'Tower  Genealogy'?"  I  hear  some  one  say,  No,  Gentle 
Reader,  we  have  not !  Towers  aforetime,  to  whom  the  expression  "( lentle  Reader" 
was  not  a  stranger  as  to  us  had  a  "Tower  Genealogy."  We  have  none;  we  have 
only  their  "Genealogy." 

"  But  by  the  same  argument,"  say  you,  "  We  haven't  any  HibleV 

Well,  you  may  be  right.  •"Agree  with  thine  adversary  quickly,"  the  same 
Book  tells  us.    I  low  much  more  quickly  should  one  agree  with  a  brother  in  T.(  I.S.! 

But  1  absolutely  refuse  to  be  drawn  into  religious  controversy,  which  was 
never  to  my  liking.  Besides,  there  is  the  censor  to  be  considered.  You  may  say, 
if  you  like  '  as  the  tradition  that  t  his  is  a  free  country  still  lingers  among  us— that 
the  Niccne  (-recti  and  the  Westminster  Confession  and  the  King  .lames  version 
and  "Science  and  Health"  will  be  as  suitable  to  the  needs  and  understanding  of  the 
post  -quart  ernary  supersavage  who  shall  one  day  tread  a  wilderness  of  America 
as  for  us;  but  however  that  may  be,  you  cannot  stay  the  processes  of  time  and  of 
generation,  nor  can  you  make  a  ( ienoalogy  of  the  past  century  useful  in  t  he  present , 
excellent  though  it  may  have  been  in  its  time,  unless  you  throw  it  a  life-line  and 
establish  a  connect  ion. 

Things  have  happened  since  1885,  beyond  which  date,  says  our  Secretary,  the 
"Tower  (Jenealogv"  records  few  names.  And  since  that  time  many  Towers  have 
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bi'on  horn;  are  now  being  born — ask  again  the  Secretary — at  the  rate  of  three1  a 
day.  Since  ISSo  many  Towers  have  lived,  have  married  and  given  in  marriage. 
Alas!  the  same  Towers — some  of  them  — have  died.  Of  all  this  those  Towers  who 
were  passing  out  of  the  "(ientle  Reader"  into  the  Oscar  Wilde  and  late  Victorian 
era  knew  nothing.  Hence,  of  all  this  they  wrote  nothing.  Therefore,  our  duty 
is  obvious. 

SHALL  WE  ALLOW  THE  CAP  TO  WIDEN? 

Then  doubly  do  we  wrong  those  who  committed  so  excellent  a  book  as  the 
"Tower  Genealogy"  to  our  charge:  first,  by  throwing  no  life-line  to  the  past 
whereof  it  speaks,  to  connect  that  past  with  ourselves  and  make  it  function  in  our 
present  for  our  own  benefit  and  for  the  benefit  of  future  generations,  through  the 
links  that  we  can  supply;  second,  by  speaking  of  that  book  as  OUR  "Genealogy." 
Turn  to  Matthew  XXV,  24-30,  for  there  you  shall  read  my  whole  argument  and 
discover  what  happened  to  the  man  who  went  and  hid  his  talent  in  the  earth, 
doing  nothing,  venturing  nothing  with  that  which  his  Lord  had  given  him,  thus 
denying  the  use  and  the  very  reality  of  the  gift. 

Out  of  the  past  we  have  come,  and  from  the  past  we  must  learn  all  that 
can  serve  us  for  guidance  in  the  future.  If  "attention  to  family  and  local  history, 
emphasis  on  genealogy,  open  channels  for  I  he  descent  of  family  traditions  and 
create  a  sentiment  for  the  past,"  it  is  plain  that  only  records  adequately  revised 
and  completed  from  time  to  time  can  properly  preserve  f<»'  <>ur  posterity  these 
things  which  are  ol  greatest  value.  So  it  is  just  because  the  "Tower  Genealogy" 
that  we  profess  to  own,  but  into  the  possession  of  which  we  shall  not  truly  conic 
until  we  have  done  our  best  to  enlarge  and  complete  it ,  was  so  excellent  a  geneal- 
ogy after  its  kind,  that  we  now  urge  upon  the  members  of  this  Society  and  upon 
all  Towers  into  whose  hands  this  Report  shall  fall  the  immediate  necessity  of 
utilizing  the  well-nigh  complete  data  now  available  for  the  com  pi  la  I  ion  and  publi- 
cation of  a  Second  Tower  Genealogy. 

With  this  foreword  I  leave  the  interesting  details  of  the  -let  us  say  forth- 
coming "Tower  Genealogy"  to  be  featured  competently  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Society,  who  by  years  of  unremitting  labor  has  made  possible  its  publication. 
On  page  of  this  general  Report  his  own  may  be  found.  Read  it,  and  in  the 
fuller  realization  of  the  need  which  confronts  us,  buckle  to  your  task  of  devising 
ways  and  means,  having  determined  to  "go  with  your  family"  like  gentlemen.

If  vou  know  French  and  just  separate  the  two  elements  of  the  family  name  of 
Latour  into  "  La  Tour"  you  have  the  key  to  its  origin,  which  is  exactly  the  same 
as  that  of  the  Hnglish  names  of  Tower  and  Towers. 

Perhaps  it  was  the  very  ease  with  which  these  family  names  could  have  been 
formed  in  the  Middle  Ages  that  is  responsible  for  their  not  being  more  widespread 
today  than  they  are.  Towers  were  quite  plentiful  in  the  Middle  Ages,  both  in 
Trance  and  in  Hngland.  Nothing  could  be  more  natural  than  to  speak  of  ,f Geoffrey 
de  la  Tour,"  or  "  Walter  atte  Tour."  And  the  reason  that  the  names  are  not  more 
frequently' mot  with  today,  though  they  are  by  no  mean-  rare,  is  probably  that 
there  would  be  more  than  one  Geoffrey  or  Walter  at  any  given  ''tour,';  or  per- 
haps so  many  ''tours"  that  the  word  was  not  always  sufficiently  distinctive. 

The  full  original  form  of  the  French  name  was,  as  indicated,  "de  la  Tour." 
In  virtually  all  instances  time  has  brought  about  an  elimination  of  the  "de"  and 
in  some  eases  of  the  "  la."  The  more  Fnglish  form  of  Tower  needs  no  further  com- 
ment. But  the  "s"  on  Towers  does  not  represent  an  original  "son."  It  is  merely 
a  euphonic  addition.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  2.  10  1\  M.  by  the  President,  James  Wal- 
lace Tower. 

These  members  were  present  : 

.James  Wallace  Tower,  Mrs.  Electa  Gregory  Tower,  Gilbert  Judson  Tower, 
Frank  Warren  Tower  and  Walter  Lamont  Tower,  being  a  quorum. 

(Your  Secretary  noted  the  presence  at  this  meeting  of  member  Xo.  04,  Charles 
Wesley  Tower,  of  Springfield,  Mass.,  and  our  Auditor,  Herbert  Lorenzo  Tower,  of 
Springfield,  Mass. ) 

These  members  were  absent: 

John  Henry  Tower,  Florence;  Estelle  Tower,  Daniel  Nichols  Tower  and 
( leorgc  Warren  Tower. 

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board  held  at  the  Cooky  Hotel, 
Springfield,  Mass.,  August  23,  19 IS,  were  read. 

Moviod:  By  Frank  Warren  Tower  and  seconded  by  Gilbert  Judson  Tower 
that  these  minutes  be  accepted  and  placed  on  file. 

So  voted  unanimously. 

The  combined  report  of  the  Recording  and  ( Corresponding  Secretary  was  then 
presented  and  read  as  follows: 

Dalton,  Mass.,  December  31,  1919. 

Mr.  Puksidknt  and  Mkmhkks:— 

My  report  this  year  may  seem  very  brief  in  Society  affairs  accomplished.  1 
must  plead  my  inability  to  serve  two  masters.  Believing  my  first  duty  was  service 
to  my  state,  which  claimed  nine  mont  hs  of  my  time  during  the  past  year,  1  have 
allowed  the  collecting  of  genealogical  data  and  all  but  the  most  necessary  cor- 
respondence of  the  Society  to  abide  its  time. 

It  is  my  purpose  during  the  year  1920  to  renew  my  activities  in  the  collecting 
of  genealogical  data  along  t  he  various  Tower  branches,  and  w  ith  a  special  purpose; 
to  compile  the  record  of  service  of  descendants  of  John  Tower  ( 1 )  in  the  late  war. 

1  have  but  two  deaths  to  report  for  the  year  1919.  Member  No.  177,  Mrs. 
Edith  (Tower)  Bowker  (9)  of  Springfield,  Mass.,  died  April  1,  1919;  and  Member 
No.  362,  Miss  Addie  D.  Stevenson  (10)  of  Memphis,  Mich.,  who  died  September 
25,  1019.  The  Society  has  received  three  new  members  during  the  yea]-. 

Your  corresponding  Secretary  has  unearthed  another  sporadic  Tower  family 
in  the  state  of  Washington  which  has  promising  possibilities  of  filling  out  another 
considerable  lost  branch  of  the  Tower  tree.  It  is  probable  that  this  family  will 
prove  to  be  part  of  one  of  the  many  branches  which  located  in  the  state  of  New 
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York  at,  or  near,  the  beginning  of  the  last  century.  Records  of  these  families  the 
kite  Quiney  Bicknell  was  unable  to  follow  because  of  the  almost  complete  lack  of 
official  vital  statistics  in  the  state  of  New  York  prior  to  1SS0. 

These  many  recent  discoveries  of  lost  tribes  lead  me  to  suggest  at  this  time 
the  pressing  need  of  preparing  to  print  a  second  volume  of  the  Tower  genealogy. 
The  present  genealogy  published  in  1891  has  (i90  pages,  and  I  think  that  those  who 
have  had  occasion  to  use  it  most  will  admit  that  it  is  too  large  for  convenience. 
Having  had  occasion  to  consult  hundreds  of  other  family  genealogies,  many  of 
them  of  recent  date,  I  find  that  the  Tower  genealogy  ranks  with  the  best  as  to 
accuracy,  brevity,  continuity  and  even  size.  If  it  were  reduced  to  about  550  pages 
it  would  be  ideal. 

When  the  Tower  genealogy  was  published  some  members  of  the  sixth  genera- 
tion were  alive;  a  considerable  proportion  of  the  seventh  generation  were  living; 
find  the  eighth  was  the  dominant  generation  with  some  of  its  members  t  hen  unborn. 
The  records  of  the  eighth  generation  so  far  as  they  were  completed  at  that  time 
occupy  197  pages  or  over  28%  of  the  entire  book.  The  records  of  the  seventh 
generation  were  nearly  complete;  those  of  the  eighth  were  probably  80%  complete; 
those  of  the  ninth  possibly  35%  complete;  and  those  of  the  tenth  less  than  10% 
complete.  The  bulk  of  all  t  he  recorded  data  in  t  his  first  volume  ended  about  1884. 
There  are  scattering  records  up  to  the  latest  date,  a  birth  on  July  1st,  1890. 

1  [ere  are  the  arguments. 

FifHt:  Since  1884  two  new  generations  have  been  born.  It  required  123 
pages  or  (*8%  of  the  entire  first,  volume,  exclusive  of  the  indices,  to  record  the 
statistics  of  the  seventh,  eighth  and  ninth  generations  so  far  as  they  were  com- 
pleted at  that.  time.  Allowing  for  natural  increase,  and  to  say  nothing  of  sporadic 
lines  already  picked  up  and  completed,  it  is  safe  to  argue  that  the  unrecorded 
statistics  of  the  ninth,  tenth  and  eleventh  generations  will  require  upwards  of 
500  pages  of  the  same  size  and  type  as  used  in  the  first  volume. 

Second:  There  is  a  growing  demand  for  some  historical  records  to  accompany 
the  cold  genealogical  facts.  With  that  object  in  view  1  have  compiled,  so  far  as 
possible  at  Washington,  the  records  of  the  Towers  in  the  Civil  War.  1  am  now 
working  upon  the  service  records  of  Tower  descendants  in  the  late  war.  There  are 
at  hand  or  can  easily  be  obtained  some  obituary  records  of  prominent  members  of 
the  family  that  might  be  considered  worthy  of  publication.  There  are  also  many 
pictures  which  are  not  without  value. 

Let  me  state  right  here  that  it  is  the  firm  belief  of  your  Secretary  that  a  gen- 
ealogy should  be  just  THAT  and  not  a  family  album.  It  is  obvious  that  pictures 
and  biography  of  ALL  descendants  cannot  be  published,  so  whore  shall  the  line 
be  drawn  without  heart-burnings? 

Third:  1  said  that  the  present  genealogy  compared  favorably  with  the  best, 
but  it  has  one  vital  omission,  a  complete  system  of  cross  indices.  An  index  of 
places  as  well  as  names.  Such  an  index  for  the  first  volume  might  well  find  a  place 
in  the  second  volume.  All  of  this  requires  space  and  as  I  have  now  on  hand  data 
occupying  four  files  of  100  pages  each,  wholly  unprotected  from  lire,  it  can  easily 
be  deduced  that  it  may  be  impossible  to  print  the  available  data  on  five  to  six  hun- 
dred pages  of  a  volume  (P  ■>  by  93  2  inches,  the  size  of  the  present  volume. 

For  these  reasons  1  believe  that  it  is  time  our  Society  should  seriously  set. 
about  finding  ways  and  means  of  publishing  the  data  at  hand. 

As  neither  the  Society  nor  its  Executive  Board  held  any  meetings  during  the; 
year  1919,  I  beg  to  submit  this  report  for  the  two  offices  1  hold.

Dalton,  Mass.,  December  31,  1920. 

Mr.  President  and  Members: — 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  slight  activity  in  the  affairs  of  our  Society.  The 
Reunion  and  Business  meeting  of  the  Society  was  held  at  Clinton  I  fall,  Main 
Street,  Springfield,  Mass.,  September  24,  1920.  The  attendance  was  very  dissap- 
pointing  to  the  officers.  The  failure  of  the  members  and  descendants  to  attend  in 
the  usual  numbers  may  be  attributed  to  a  late  summer  date  and  the  fact  that 
many  were  disappointed  by  the  necessary  postponement  of  the  big  reunion  at 
llingham  in  connection  with  the  Pilgrim  Tercentenary  celebration.  The  cause 
of  this  postponement  was  fully  explained  by  our  President  in  his  report  at  the 
meet  ing.

Members  number  290  and  309  ha ve  been  reported  as  deceased  but  tin' correct 
data  has  not  yet  been'  obtained  by  your  Secretary. 

In  t  he  deal  h  of  ( leorge  W  arren  Tower,  a  member  of  t  he  Executive  Board,  our 
Society  meets  wit  h  a  very  severe. loss.  Since  the  organizal  ion  of  the  Tower  ( !enea- 
logical  Society  and  for  many  years  prior  to  that  time  his  interest  in  the  early  his- 
tory of  t lie  Towei'  family  was  indefatigable.  Mr.  Tower  purchased  the  (  Hd  'Power 
I  lomestead  at  South  llingham  on  the  site  of  w  hich  John  Tower  (1.)  built  his  first 
home  in  Massachusetts.  At  the  time  of  this  purchase  the  Homestead  was  about 
to  pass  out  of  the  control  of  descendants  of  John  Tower  (  1  ),  so  this  generous  act 
of  Mr.  Tower's  preserved  it  in  the  continuous  ownership  of  a  Tower  descendant. 
The  Homestead  has  been  restored,  the  grounds  graded  and  beautified,  and  the 
whole  property  placed  in  excellent  condition.  .John  Ibrook  Tower  (10),  a  son  of 
the  late  Mr.  Tower,  now  lives  at  the  Old  Homestead,  to  which  visitors  and  es- 
pecially all  descendants  are  welcome  at  all  times. 

This  is  not  the  time  or  the  occasion  for  an  extended  eulogy  to  the  first  presi- 
dent of  t  he  Tower  ( ienealogical  Society,  but  1  feel  thai  1  could  not  present  a  fail  h- 
ful  report  for  this  year  without  offering  a  few  words  of  commendation  of  one 
with  whom  J  have  been  so  intimately  associated  for  seven  years  as  President  and 
four  years  as  a  member  of  (he  Executive  Board  of  our  Society.  As  was  his  wish, 
and  as  a  fitting  tribute  to  his  interest  in  the  preservation  of  the  early  landmarks 
of  his  first  ancestor  in  America,  his  body  now  lies  beside  f hat  of  John  Tower  ( 1 )  in 
the  lof,  at  the  South  llingham  cemetery,  owned  by  our  Society  and  on  which  we 
recently  erected  a  memorial  to  .John  and  Margaret  (Ibrook)  Tower.

The  year  1021  seems  to  have  been  one  of  considerable  genealogical  activity. 
The  passing  of  the  Tercentenary  of  the  landing  of  the  Pilgrims  and  its  celebration 
at  Plymouth  during  the  summer  of  this  year  may,  in  a  measure,  account  for  this 
increased  activity  among  those  who  wish  to  honor  their  Fathers  and  Mothers  even 
to  the  Nth  generation. 

Your  secretary  attended  the  Plymouth  celebration,  witnessed  that  magni- 
ficent pageant  and  listened  to  a  stirring  address  by  President  Harding.  Many 
Tower  descendants  were  enabled  to  enjoy  this  event  in  conjunction  with  the 
eighth  reunion  of  the  Tower  family.. 

A  very  successful  reunion  and  annual  meeting  of  the  Tower  Genealogical

1  call  your  attention  to  the  passing  away  of  our  fifth  honorary  Vice-President, 
Major  Morrison,  and  t  he  t  bird  death  among  our  honorary  Vice-Presidents.  These 
vacancies  should  he  filled  at  our  next  annual  meeting.  Major  Morrison  was  an 
active  worker  in  our  Society  and  has  been  a  great  help  to  your  Secretary  in  his 
genealogical  research. 

If  you  will  turn  to  page  200  of  the  Tower  genealogy  you  will  note  comment 
by  the  author  on  the  apparent  disappearance  of  all  trace  of  Reuben  Tower  (5) 
and  his  family  of  eight  children.  During  the  past  year  your  Secretary  has  un- 
earthed a  Tower  Family  in  Montana  who  can  trace  their  ancestry  to  a  Reuben 
and  a  Thomas  Tower  in  the  vicinity  of  Sandusky,  Ohio.  It  is  my  firm  belief  thai 
a  little  nore  research  will  reveal  anot her  considerable  lost  branch  of  'Power  de- 
fendants. While  1  was  in  Florida  last  winter  I  discovered  a  number  of  Tower  fami- 
lies whose  ancestry  is  still  clouded  but  showing  unmistakable  trace  to  northern 
connections. 

This  continual  discovery  of  so  many  unrecorded  Tower  families  leads  me  to 
reiterate  some  of  the  recommendations  in  my  former  reports.  There  is  an  absolute 
necessity  for  an  early  beginning  on  the  compilation  of  the  vast  amount  of  genea- 
logical data  now  in  my  hands.  In  my  report  for  the  year  191!)  1  called  your  atten- 
tion to  this  necessity  and  some  of  the  reasons  for  it.  Among  other  arguments  I 
spoke  of  the  (ire  hazard.  Some  of  our  officers,  and  other  members,  less  familiar 
with  this  genealogical  work  have  suggested  placing  this  accumulated  data  in  some 
fire  proof  vault .  This  cannot  be  done  unless  a  sizable  vault  was  placed  in  my  resi- 
dence, or  the  entire  data  duplicated  (a  task  equal  to  compilation)  because  it  is 
necessary  for  me  to  consult  some  portion  of  this  data  almost  daily.  Fasy  access  to 
the  data  collected  makes?  it  much  easier  to  arrange  and  classify  new  data  as  it  comes 
to  hand. 

About  ten  years  ago  I  visited  the  home  of  the  late  Quincy  Bicknell  and  saw 
on  the  shelves  of  his  office  the  original  data  of  the  first  Tower  genealogy  and  in 
addition  two  or  three  times  as  much  more  data  unpublished  and  unprotected.  1 
believe  most  of  this  data  has  since  been  placed  in  a  fire  proof  building  by  the 
Hingham  Historical  Society.  The  point  is  that  any  genealogist  must  have  his 
notes  at  hand  all  the  time  in  order  to  facilitate  his  work. 

W  ith  modern  methods  genealogical  data  can  be  easily  compiled  in  duplicate 
on  a  typewriter  and  the  original  copies  placed  beyond  any  fire  hazard.    It  is  this 
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work  for  which  there  is  this  urgent  call  for  funds.  The  actual  publication  of  the 
genealogy  may  be  deferred  to  such  time  as  the  cost  of  material  and  labor  has 
reached  normal  conditions.  Compilation  should  begin  at  once  and,  for  this,  from 
one  to  two  thousand  dollars  are  needed. 

The  year  has  been  a  fruitful  one  for  our  Society.  Besides  adding  seventeen 
new  members  and  holding  an  enthusiastic  Tower  reunion,  much  new  interest  has 
developed  among  middle  western  and  extreme  western  descendants.  They  want 
another  reunion  out  in  Michigan  or  vicinity  and  they  ought  to  have  it.  The  last 
seven  members  to  join  our  Society  represent  seven  different  states.  Nineteen  out 
of  the  last  thirty  members  to  join  came  from  slates  west  of  Ohio  or  south  of  the 
Mason  &  Dixon  line. 

During  t  he  past  year  your  Secretary  has  added  much  new  Tower  genealogical 
data,  representing  families  in  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Florida,  Georgia,  Texas, 
Arkansas,  Colorado,  Montana,  Oregon,  Michigan,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Wisconsin 
and  Iowa.  There  are  \'A7'A  charts  on  file.

AT  WILDER  MEMORIAL  HALL,  SOUTH  H INGHAM,  MASS. 
July  30,  IU21 

Mem  he  rs  of  the  TOWER  Family: 

There  was  an  old  preacher  who  on  one  occasion  took  his  text  from  Acts  2:40. 
"Save  yourselves  from  this  untoward  generation."  But  his  learning',  not  being 
equal  to  his  righteousness  of  purpose-,  he  read  ( he  passagt — "  Save  yourselves  from 
this  untowered  generation."  Someone  pointed  out  the  mistake,  and  the  old  man 
got  no  more  pleasure  out  of  the  text.  Vet,  the  sermon  idea  was  right,  notwith- 
standing t  he  slip  in  exegesis.  A  heedless,  int  [-actable  people  are  morally  untowered 
and  defenceless. 

But  looking  over  this  company,  and  the  family  trees  upon  the  walls  of  the 
old  house  yonder,  we  cannot  very  well  charge  the  people  of  today  with  being  an 
un-Towered  generation.  You  are  to  be  congratulated,  anil  so  are  we,  upon  the 
number  of  Towers  that  there  are  in  the  world. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  persons  are  the  bulwarks  of  nations.  We  live  and  move, 
and  have  our  being  in  the  lives  of  people.  They  are  our  strength  and  defence,  our 
shelter  and  t  he  source  of  t  he  joy  and  comfort  of  our  souls.  The  world  that  we  think 
about,  the  world  that  we  care  about  and  in  which  we  live  is  the  world  of  beings, 
and  tin-  places  that  we  remember  and  love  are  those  that  are  invested  with  spiri- 
tual meaning  by  the  lives  that  are,  or  have  been,  lived  in  their  midst . 

So  it  is  natural  and  proper  that  we  should  feel  an  interest  in  our  human  kin- 
ship. We  desire  company  and  the  sense  of  intimate  relationship  with  other  beings. 
It  is  an  inner  satisfaction,  and  gives  the  feeling  of  strength  and  spiritual  solidarity. 
I  low  true  it  is  thai  we  are  members  one  of  a  not  her.  The  same  life,  and  same  spirit , 
are  the  quickening  and  joy  of  all  of  our  lives. 

It  is  not  given  me  to  claim  possession  of  so  much  as  even  a  little  twig  of  the 
Tower  Genealogical  Tree,  but  1  have  been  happy,  Zacheus-like,  in  climbing  up 
into  its  branches  to  get  a  view  of  the  life  and  doings  around  here  in  the  earlier 
times;  and  to  see  those  ties  of  spirit  of  which  we  have  been  speaking  reaching  out, 
binding  llingham  with  Old  Hingham  and  New  England  with  Old  England. 

My  folks  came  from  England  too:  my  Father's  people  from  Jacobstowe  in  the 
South  West .  I  have  disclaimed  ownership  in  your  genealogy  but  how  do  we  know 
that  some  of  your  ancestors,  in  a  luckless  moment,  may  not  have  formed  some 
alliance  with  mine?  Anyway,  if  in  ret  racing  our  family  lines  we  unearth  some  old 
fellow  who  wasn't  all  he  should  have  been  let  us  keep  each  other's  secret . 

In  fact,  our  families  must  be  related  back  there  somewhere.  For  neither  you 
nor  I  have  come  from  nowhere.  Our  blood  and  being  of  necessity  run  back  to 
hundreds  and  thousands  of  generations,  even  though  the  names  we  now  bear  be 
contorted  and  lost  in  the  mists  of  ancient  uncertainty.  Indeed  Paul,  getting  buck 
to  first  principles  in  his  famous  speech  at  Athens,  declared  that  Clod  "hath  made 
of  one  blood  all  nations  of  men  to  dwell  on  all  the  face  of  the  earth." 

One  of  your  genealogists,  I  believe,  thinks  it  possible  that  the  Tower  lineage 
may  run  back  to  Oswald  Tower  of  Lancaster,  England,  who  lived  about  0f)()  A.D. 
If  I  hat  is  never  proved,  st  ill  don't  worry  about  (he  ant  iquity  of  your  race.  The  fact 
t  hat  you  are  here  now  is  proof  positive  that  the  germs  of  being  from  which  your  life 
has  come,  have  been  in  t  he  world  since  the  first  man  on  cart  h  saw  t  he  light  of  day! 

That  is  rather  a  staggering  thought.  We  are  older  t  han  t  he  Pilgrims;  and  the 
Power  that  has  brought  us  here  has  gone  to  a  good  deal  of  trouble  to  produce  us. 
lie  surely  must  think  we  are  worth  something,  even  if  we  don't  think  so  ourselves. 

And  so,  Friends,  as  I  see  it,  our  interest  in  genealogy  is  not  so  much  in  t  racing 
i t.  backward  to  great  distances,  as  in  knowing  its  relationship  to  definite  scenes  and 
events;  and  our  real  pleasure  in  the  matter  is  in  finding  our  folks  intimately  con- 
nected with  important  happenings,  and  epoch-making  actions.  What  part  the 
Towers  played  in  the  social  life  of  Old  England  has  yet-  to  be  definitely  learned; 
but  the  history  of  llingham,  and  this  new  venture  in  civilization,  cannot  be  written 
with  their  name  left  out,. 
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ANNUAL  MEETING  AND  REUNION  REPORTS 


Who  can  help  having  live  greatest  admiration  for  all  the  adventurous  men  and 
women  who  left  the  old  world  for  a  new,  in  (he  days  of  the  Pilgrim  and  Puritan  • 
emigration?  You  are  to  be  congratulated  upon  your  wisdom  in  the  selection  of 
your  immediate  ancestors.  They  were  the  right  kind  of  people  to  start  things  with. 
We  are  to  note  their  spiritual  sturdiness.  They  had  staying  qualities,  for  they  put 
spiritual  values  above  material.  We  should  note  that,  because  such  a  valuation  of 
life  is  really  its  determining  factor,  gives  it  perspective  and  makes  the  things 
people  do  of  real  interest  to  others. 

To  the  early  settlors  in  this  new  land,  the  things  of  tin1  heart  and  mind  came 
first.  The  question  was  not  "Can  1  be  rich  and  powerful,"  but  "Can  1  be  self- 
respecting  and  free?"  The  emphasis  was  placed  upon  t  he  inner  realit  ies  of  life  and 
not  upon  its  out  ward  forms;  and  binding  authority  was  inward  not  outward-  And 
so  in  the  midst  of  an  untoward  generation  they  became  Non-Conformists.  And 
when  the  Rev.  Robert  Peck,  of  Old  llingham,'was  faced  with  the  alternative  of 
denying  his  manhood  or  beginning  life  all  over  again  in  a  new  place,  he  chose  the 
latter,  and  came  over  here  with  a  number  of  his  parishioners.  John  Tower  was  one 
of  that  number.  That  was  in  1037. 

Those  people  had  courage.  It  takes  courage  to  uproot  one's  life  where  it  is 
well  established  and  transplant  one's  self  in  entirely  different  conditions.  Dis- 
posing of  their  belongings  at  a  sacrifice,  they  bra  vet]  Ihe  elements,  the  wilds  of 
nature  and  the  hostility  of  savages.  They  had  Faith.  They  believed  that  they 
could,  and  would,  win  through  to  Freedom  and  a  better  life.  They  had  ''Vision" 
and  an  ideal;  and  ''endured  as  seeing  the  invisible." 

They  were  the  Pioneers  of  a  new  and  higher  civilization.  What!  a  higher 
civilization?  Think  of  the  humbleness  of  their  lot,  and  the  industrial  crudeness  of 
those  early  years!  Nevertheless,  they  were  Pioneers  of  a  higher  civilization.  For 
civilization  is  essentially  spiritual,  it  is  a  matter  of  ideas  and  ideals.  And  today, 
we  are  seeing  the  ideas  and  ideals  of  the  New  World  gradually  becoming  those  of 
the  Old. 

All  the  past  we  leave  behind, 

We  debouch  upon  a  newer,  mightier 

world,  varied  world, 
Fresh  and  strong  the  world  we  seize, 

world  of  labor  and  t  he  inarch, 
Pioneers!    O  Pioneers!

Does  not  the  thought  of  their  lives  stir  in  us  a  lively  desire  for  deeper  experi- 
ence and  worth-while  adventure,  a  desire  to  know  the  joy  of  discovery,  and  to  win 
success  for  ourselves  and  do  something  worthy  and  satisfying?  Would  you  not 
abandon  the  shelter  and  comfort  of  your  inherited  lot  to  try  conclusions  again  with 
the  Wilderness,  -  if  someone  would  only  tell  you  where  that  wilderness  is?  The 
Wilderness  is  now  spiritual,  and  it  is  most  everywhere.  And  there  is  work  enough 
for  us  to  do  therein.  . 

John  Tower,  it  seems,  subdued  his  portion  ot  the  W  ilderness.  He  acquired 
considerable  land's;  and  fought  not  a  little  in  maintaining  his  title  rights.  He  must 
have  been  thrifty  and  industrious  to  have  spread  himself  out  so  far.  lie  was  an 
adventurer  of  the  adventurers,  his  house  being  the  farthest  out  on  the  edge  ot 
things.  He,  of  them  all,  ventured  the  nearest  to  South  Hmgham  where  we  now  are! 
Certain  lands  in  Rhode  Island  he  acquired,  but  could  not  hold  in  the  face  ot  other 
claimants;  and  he  took  up  property  in  the  wilds  westward.  In  regard  to  those 
Lancaster  holdings,  there  came  to  be  a  ruling  that  unless  they  were  settled  upon, 
they  should  be  forfeited.  And  John  Tower  abandoned  them  rather  than  leave 
Hingham. 
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So  I  take  it  (hat  Ilingham  was  the  place  of  his  heart's  desire.  And  now,  after 
three  centuries,  notwithstanding  that  the  soil  is  no  less  sandy,  I  am  going  to  say 
that  I  approve  of  his  regard  for  this  place.  Here  he  lived,  conquering  and  sub- 
duing, lie  fortified  his  home,  making  it  safe  for  the  whole  family,  children  and 
grandchildren;  and,  because  of  his  influence  and  ability  to  cope  with  the  Indians, 
he  became  a  source  of  strength  and  an  outpost  of  defence  to  the  Town,  so  that 
Jlingham  was  not  " Un-Towered." 

I  wish  you  ( iod-speed  in  your  development.  May  this  sense  of  kinship  grow 
and  mean  more  and  more  to  you,  as  t  he  years  go  by,  restraining  from  evil  and  con- 
ducing to  good;  that  the  future  of  your  great  family  may  be  even  more  glorious 
than  its  past.  Ydki  are  fortunate  indeed  in  that  you  can  all  think  back  along  your 
several  genealogical  lines,  till  you  find  them  to  focus  in  the  united  life  of  John 
'Tower  and  Margaret  Ibrook.  For  at  that  common  fountain  you  may  ever  find 
spiritual  refreshment  and  in-spiral  ion  for  t he  ordering  of  your  lives,  to  the  help  and 
blessing  of  the  world.

strange  title  under  which  to  write  some  words  of  greeting  to  the  readers 
of  this  Seventeenth  Annual  Report  of  the  Tower  Genealogical  Society,  is 
it  not?  But  the  greeting,  which  is  extended  not  only  to  all  members  of 
our  Society,  but  to  all  members  of  our  family  whom  we  have  not  yet 
persuaded  to  join  with  us,  is  even  heartier  than  in  previous  years.  For 
the  years  that  have  passed  since  that  memorable  day  in  May  when,  for  the  first 
time,  we  gathered  at  the  Old  Homestead  and  learned  that  as  members  of  one 
family  we  possessed  interests  in  common  that  should  be  cultivated,  have  brought 
rich  appreciation  of  the  associations  and  friendships  that  have  been  established, 
and  increased  understanding  of  the  advantages  that  accrue  to  us  all  from  this 
T.  G.  S.  of  ours. 

So  'bide  a  wee  before  passing  judgment  upon  what  I  shall  say  here.  I  am  not. 
"knocking."  Indeed,  the  real  knockers  an;  not  those  who  "knock,"  in  the  usual 
sense  of  that  word,  but  those  who  by  their  silence  and  unresponsiveness  to  the 
appeal  for  cooperative  effort  proclaim  more  loudly  than  by  words  their  belief  that 
a  cause  is— "  bunk."  Can  there  be  any  in  our  family  who  are  of  this  state  of  mind 
with  respect  to  it  and  to  our  effort  to  promote  within  it  the  knowledge  of  what 
we  are  and  of  how  that  knowledge  is  worth  while?  Then  it  is  to  you  chiefly  that 
I  address  these  lines. 

"Bunk"  is  an  ugly  and  contemptuous  word.  But  between  you  and  me  and 
the  President,  whose  editorial  pen  was  aquiver  as  he  read  my  title,  there  is  much 
bunk  nowadays.  Again,  just  among  ourselves,  it  is  an  age  in  which  all  things  are 
being  debunked,  and  for  this  benefit  which  t  he  age  is  conferring  upon  us  we  should 
pay  it  the  tribute  of  a  passing  word. 

The  spotlight  of  publicity  is  playing  upon  religion  and  polities,  upon  our 
law-making  and  crime-provoking  proclivities,  upon  history  and  national  tradition 
and  international  diplomacy — even  occasionally  upon  Congress — and  the  bunk 
that  was  in  shadow  is  being  revealed. 

War  is  being  debunked,  divested  of  that  great  delusion  that  it  is  valor-,  and 
virtue-creating,  grand  and  glorious,  that  it  is  biologically  necessary,  and  that  the 
way  to  peace  will  never  be  found. 

Patriotism  of  the  old  vociferous  flag-waving  sort  arouses  nowadays  our  sus- 
picion more  often  than  our  admiration.  We  no  longer  break  into  wild  cheering 
when  we  hear  some  one  called — probably  by  the  callee  himself— a  ''one-hundred 
percent  American."  No,  we  quietly  wait,  confident  that  his  next  broadcasted 
address  will  waft  to  our  listening  ears  phrases  like  "splendid  isolation,"  "tradi- 
tional policies,"  "not  mixing  in  other  people's  affairs,"  and  the  like,  that  will 
enable  us  to  figure  out  for  ourselves  the  correct  percentage. 

Wets  and  Drys,  Fundamentalists  and  Modernists,  are  busily  engaged  in 
debunking  one  another  to  the  delight  and  edification  of  a  public  which  divides 
its  time  between  automobiling  and  listening-in.  Is  it  art,  or  education,  or  religion 
that  you  prefer?  You  have  only  to  get  the  right,  station  and  what  you  last  heard 
about  the  matter  will  be  cleverly  debunked  while. you  wait. 

The  psychoanalyst  is  busy,  too,  revealing  our  hidden  complexes,  bunk  that, 
was  hidden  in  infancy  and  childhood,  in  the  very  depths  of  our  being,  only  to 
appear  in  adult  life  as  annoying  and  more  or  less  dangerous  obsessions. 

Perhaps  the  historian  is  the  most,  active  and  aggressive  of  all  the  debunkers, 
and  occasionally,  in  his  myth-hunting  through  the  pages  of  musty  record,  he 
uncovers  something  that  evokes  a  grin  and  we  forgive  him  the  shock  which  he 
gave  our  habits  of  thought. 

Take  Professor  Faulkner,  for  instance,  from  whose  article  1  filched  the  now 
academicised  colloquialism  "debunked."  If  you  happen  to  be,  and  of  course  you 
are,  being  Towers,  of  "plain  old  New  England  stock," — "sturdy"  may  be  sub- 
stituted for  "plain,"  if  preferred — you  may  have  entertained  the  idea  that,  since 
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your  ancestor  (on  the  Tower  side)  did  not  come  over  in  the  Mayflower  and  possibly 
did  not  have  for  his  own  ancestor  a  swashbuckling  cavalier  with  a  patent  of 
nobility  in  his  pocket,  or  pending,  like  the  beflounced  human  arsenal  in  the  picture 
which  your  F.  F.  V.  neighbor  proudly  points  out  to  you,  genealogy  is  not  for  such 
as  you  and  me.  As  for  you,  you  say,  you  will  continue  to  nurse  your  inferiority 
complex  until  such  time  as  a  scandalously  ill-financed  Tower  Genealogical  Society 
can  present  you  with  the  portrait  of  a  mediaeval  pirate  whom  you  can  call  your 
very  own.  If  such  is  your  state  of  mind — though  it  can't  be,  for  the  Towers  I  have 
met  are  men  of  sense — then,  at  the  risk  of  stirring  up  sectional  animosities,  I 
advise  the  reading  of  "Colonial  History  Debunked,"*  wherein  you  will  find  that- 
those  same  F.  F.  Vs.,  with  whom  the  sturdy  New  Englander  was  wont  dourly  to 
contrast  himself,  were  after  all,  "not  so  much."  Hut  "be  quick  about  it,  friend," 
for  the  debunkers  are  even  now  busily  engaged  upon  the  professor's  article.  In 
history,  as  in  genealogy  and  life,  you  never  know  what  will  turn  up. 

"But,"  1  hear  some  of  you  say,  "wearenot  debunking  GENEALOY,  as  you 
promised.  We  have  merely  debunked  an  idea  about  it,  the  idea,  namely,  that 
it  is  important  only  for  families  which  sport  a  duke  or  two  somewhere  along  the 
line,  or  which  can  point  to  a  strain  of  idiocy  sufficiently  marked  to  make  them 
scientifically  interest  nig."  Well,  anyway,  it  is  a  very  common  and  particularly 
pernicious  idea  thai  we  have  come  across,  an  idea  provocative  of  unneighborly 
feelings  and  discord,  whereas  Genealogy,  pursued  as  a  science,  is  a  unifying  in- 
fluence which  engenders  enthusiasm  and  maintains  respect  for  those  social  and 
moral  values  that  are  transmitted  through  the  medium  of  family.  In  this  day 
when  every  public  lecturer  is  telling  us  that  western  civilization  hangs  in  the 
balance,  let  me  remind  you  of  what  the  sociologists  are  saying  about  it:  that  if  the 
hold  of  family  upon  us  weakens,  those  values  in  which  a  stable  civilization  is  rooted 
are  gone.  Now  Genealogy  is  the  science  which  endeavors  to  strengthen  those 
values  by  telling  us  the  facts  about  family,  a  family  such  as  ours. 

"A  family!"  exclaims  some  doubting  Thomas  among  you.  "Ah,  now  we  are 
coming  to  the  bunk  that  is  in  Genealogy.  Is  not  each  one  of  us  a  member  of  many 
families?  Have  not  I,  for  instance,  four  grandparents  and  thirty-two  great-great- 
great-grandparents?  Why,  in  the  time  of  John  Tower,  whose  descendant  in  the 
10th  generation  I  am,  I  should  have  something  like  1024  ancestors.  Consider  how 
diluted  is  the  John  Tower  blood  that  runs  in  my  veins.  Why  should  1  join  with 
you  in  securing  information  about  Towers?  Why  should  I  assist  in  promoting 
the  publication  of  a  new  and  complete  "Tower  Genealogy?"  I  am  but  1/1024 
Tower.   Laugh  that  off,  if  you  please." 

It  is  a  knock-out  blow,  is  it  not,  dear  Kinsman?  We  should  be  sorry  that  we 
dropped  into  dialogue  with  you.  Hut  before  we  take  the  count,  permit  us  to  rise 
feebly  upon  one  elbow  and  propound  a  question  which  appears  to  have  a  bear- 
ing upon  what  you  say.  What  arc  they  doing  for  you  —  these  relatives  who 
are  as  the  sands  of  the  sea  for  numbers — these  descendants  of  1023?  How 
many  of  the  Browns  and  the  Smiths  and  the  Robinsons,*  whose  relationship  you 
now  claim,  have  claimed  relationship  with  YOU  for  your  mutual  encouragement 
and  benefit?  How  many  of  these,  having  records  concerning  themselves,  care 
whether  you  are  a  saint  or  a  criminal?  How  many  have  an  organized  society  of 
men  and  women  interested  in  those  special  human  traits  and  qualities  that  are 
transmitted  through  family?  By  how  many  of  these  others  are  you  welcomed  at 
family  reunions  where  you  may  meet  those  of  your  kin,  both  near  and  remote, 
with  whom  you  have  a  common  interest  and  with  whom  you  may  cultivate  those 
family  ties  that  are  the  basis  of  broader  human  fellowship? 

You  can  count  them  on  the. fingers  of  one  hand.  Probably  only  your  thumb 
will  be  needed.  You  have  many  ancestors,  you  say.  Yes,  but  you  have  few  rela- 
tives who  know  them — and  you. 

Friend,  we  fear  that  some  one  lias  been  spoofing  you  about  Genealogy.  We 
had  thought  of  your  idea  years  ago — and  debunked  it. 

Do  you  perhaps  imagine  that  we  are  jealous  of  those  Browns  and  Smiths 
and  Robinsons  whose  blood  runs  in  your  veins?  Must  we  take  space  to  debunk 
this  idea  also?  On  the  contrary,  then,  we  deprecate  that  very  lack  of  interest  in

Genealogies,  and,  no  doubt,  genealogical  societies  of  their  own.  The  names  arc  here  used  with  a  quite 
impersonal  reference  as  equivalent  to  families  X  and  V  and  Z. 
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family,  and  selfish  unconcern  for  the  opportunities  that  are  found  in  the  study  of 
family,  which  makes  it  impossible  for  you  to  find  among  all  the  descendants  of 
your  ancestors  more  than  one  or  two  societies  that  are  endeavoring  to  do  for  you 
and  your  posterity  what  the  T.  G.  S.  is  now  doing. 

Posterity!  Well,  you  do  think  of  that,  even  if  ancestry  means  little  to  you. 
You  would  be  ashamed  to  confess  that  you  do  not,  for  it  enters  by  implica- 
tion into  all  of  your  thought  and  conversation  that  concerns  public  welfare,  the 
future  of  America,  the  future  of  education,  the  future  of  society.  Yes,  posterity 
interests  you  because,  let  us  say,  you  have  a  son  who  is  your  very  own. 
"Your  very  own,"  did  I  say?  No!  After  all,  he  is  only  one-half  yours.  And 
that  grandson  whom  you  cherish  quite  as  much — such  devotion  is  common, "you 
know — he  is  your  "very  own,"  you  say.  Hut  no,  he  is  only  one-fourth  yours  and 
your  interest  should  be  diminished  by  three-fourths.  And  your  great-grandson — 
well,  reckon  it  up  for  yourself.  You  should  worry  about  posterity!  By  the  time 
the  10th  generation  from  you  is  reached,  how  much  of  YOU  will  be  there  to  count? 

"Oh,  but  it  would  be  very  nice  to  have  a  long  family  line  reckoned  from  ME," 
you  now  say.  So  you  DO  believe,  friend,  that  something  of  the  physical  and 
mental  "ME"  will  be  left,  no  matter  how  many  generations  are  to  come — enough, 
anyway,  to  make  the  family  which  starts  from  "ME"  important  and  interesting? 

Well,  you  are  right,  and  you  are  on  scientific  ground.  You  are  not  lost.  Hut  you 
must  be  consistent,  you  know.  John  Tower  is  not  lost  to  you  and  to  us.  The 
investigations  that  have  been  made  on  the  basis  of  family  statistics  prove  it  ami 
testify  to  the  supreme  importance  of  accurate  family  records,  in  order  that  more 
may  be  known  of  the  factors  that  go  to  the  making  of  human  society. 

Now  science,  Fellow  Kinsman,  is  just  a  methodical  way  men  have  found  of 
debunking  things,  of  substituting  facts  for  fictions.  Genealogy  is  the  science  which 
debunks  family,  giving  us  in  place  of  meagre  and  untrustworthy  information  true 
records  which  are  a  source  of  satisfaction  to  its  members,  and  which  will  in  time 
prove  of  the  utmost  value  as  a  Contribution  to  the  study  of  heredity  and  to  our 
knowledge  of  the  ways  by  which  we  may  take  account  of  its  laws  for  the  improve- 
ment of  human  qualities,  physical  and  mental  and  moral. 

You  ditl  not  think  of  Genealogy  in  just  this  way?  You  thought  of  it  as  a  sort 
of  exclusive  parlor  study,  the  pastime  of  people  of  doddering  intellect  who  fancy 
that  they  belong  to  families  that  have  "arrived?"  Then  1  have  debunked  another 
false  notion  of  Genealogy  that  you  have  harbored. 

Would  that  I  had  editorial  leave  for  more  debunking,  that  I  might  attack 
the  idea,  still  favored  by  the  ill-informed,  that  the  pedigree  of  a  man's  pups  and 
poultry  is  of  more  importance  to  him  than  the  knowledge  of  his  own  progenitors, 
for  civilization  does  not  properly  begin  until  men  have  left  this  idea  behind  them. 
We  should  find,  I  believe,  that  while  everything  which  is  humanly  interesting 
contains  at  least  a  sufficient  amount  of  bunk  to  provoke  our  zeal  for  its  elimina- 
tion, most  of  the  bunk  that  is  in  Genealogy  is  to  be  extracted  from  the  wrong  ideas 
which  people  who  have  not  looked  into  it  have  concerning  it. 

Ami  now,  as  all  future  work  which  a  society  like  our  own  may  perform  is 
dependent,  fir*!  of  all,  upon  the  gathering  and  compilation  of  all  available  data 
regarding  the  family,  and,  quite  as  much,  upon  the  publication  of  such  data  in  a 
form  that  will  lender  this  information  accessible  to  us  all  and  usable  in  our  future 
work,  it  is  important  that  we  all  as  members  of  the  Tower  family,  devote  our- 
selves whole-heartedly  to  this  work  of  publication  of  our  records.  Through  the 
untiring  and  unfinanced  efforts  of  the  Secretary  and  President  of  the  Society  the 
work  of  securing  all  data  that,  under  present  circumstances,  it  is  possible  to  obt  ain, 
has  been  performed. 

THE  NEW  "TOWER  GENEALOGY"  IS  READY  FOR  PUBLICATION 

To  you  who  have  proved  your  faith  in  the  purposes  of  our  family  society  by  con- 
tinuing membership  with  us  I  need  say  nothing.  You  will  look  for  the  new  "Gene- 
alogy "  eagerly  and  will  do  what  you  can  individually  to  secure  it  s  early  appearance. 

To  you  others  who  have  not  yet  found  in  yourselves  the  single  dollar's  worth 
of  faith  in  the  cause  which  our  Society  represents,  and  which  is  all  the  T.  G.  S. 
asks  of  you  as  an  annual  fee  and  pledge  of  your  interest,  we  offer  the  suggestion 
that  you  give  the  whole  matter  fresh  and  thoughtful  consideration.  We  believe 
that  if  you  will  do  so,  you  will  then  join  us  and  work  with  us  for  a  bettered  knowl- 
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edge  of  the  Tower  family  and  of  the  enjoyments  which  come  from  the  cultivation 
of  friendships  among;  its  many  members. 

As  I  write  these  concluding  lines  a  "scare  headline"  of  yesterday's  newspaper 
is  before  me:  "Is  Home  Life  Being  Swept  Away?"  But  no!  it  is  no  longer  a 
scare  title  for  a  Sunday  "story".  The  theme  is  a  common  one  nowadays.  And 
where  there  is  smoke,  much  thick  black  smoke,  there  is  apt  to  be  fire. 

"What's  that  to  us?  -  to  the  Tower  family  and  the  T.  0.  S.?"  Oh,  well, 
if  you  don't  see  the  connection  even  now,-  but  you  do.  if  our  interest  in  a  family 
is  justifiable  to  society  at  large  -  and  what  one  of  us  can  long  take  interest  in  our 
genealogical  venture  if  it  is  not? -it  is  because  we,  as  a  family,  are  interest  ed-in 
family  and  concerned  for  the  welfare  of  family  life.  The  problems  of  "The  Great 
Society"  about  us,  just  in  so  far  as  they  involve  the  status  of  the  family  are  in  a 
special  sense  oar  concern.  If  other  genealogical  societies  are  too  backward  to 
consider  these  things  their  affair,  let  us  debunk  for  them  this  obsolete  notion. 
The  way  to  acquire  and  to  'maintain  interest  in  {/encaloay,  inodernly  conceived,  is 
through  loyalty  to  the  idea  of  family  and  service  for  the  promotion  of  values  conserved 
by  family  life.  '  • 

What  a  multitude  of  topics  that  suggests,  topics  which,  if  presented  to  us 
by  Towers  interested  in  their  home  towns  and  States,  would,  at  future  reunions, 
enliven  the  hours  not  devoted  to  sight-seeing  and  amusements,  give  us  better 
acquaintance  with  one  another,  with  our  individual  interests  and  social  attitudes, 
with  the  sections  of  the  country  from  which  we  come,  and  with  the  opportunities 
that  we  as  a  genealogical  society  may,  at  no  expense,  create  for  ourselves.  Oh, 
no,  we  are  not  a  "welfare  society".  Nothing  like  that  is  intended.  But  if  we  and 
other  organizations  like  our  own  are  not  interested  in  the  welfare  of  society,  we 
all  do  sadly  need  debunking. 

If,  now,  you"  find  anything  in  what  I  have  said  that  is  of  practical  value  for 
a  genealogical  society  which  wishes  to  maintain  itself  as  a  going  concern,  add  to  it 
and  amend  it,  make  it  more  practical,  and  bring  it  with  you  to  the  forthcoming 
reunion.  Let  us  make  that  reunion  at  llingham  the  best  attended  and  most 
purposeful  that  we  have  had  in  the  seventeen  years  of  the  Society's  existence. 

Our  first  need  is  obviously  to  utilize,  and  at  once,  the  material  that  has 
been  collected  for  the  new  "Tower  Genealogy Hence  our  main  effort  should 
be  directed  to  the  publication  of  this  work,  which  should  soon  be  in  the  possession 
of  every  Tower  and  "non-Tower"  whom  we  number  in  our  large  family.  To 
go  "over  the  top,"  as  we  used  to  say  in  those  ugly  War  days,  will  require  the  loyal 
support  of  us  all.  To  fail  would  be  to  confess  the  weakness  of  our  family  spirit 
and  our  feeble  grasp  of  the  opportunities  which  our  organization  as  a  family 
affords  for  enriching  and  rendering  more  serviceable  the  lives  of  its  individual 
members.  I  for  one  believe  that  we  shall  not  fail,  for  the  same  good  sense  which 
makes  a  Tower  reluctant  to  "fall  for  bunk"  will  ensure  his  efficient  cooperation 
when  he  has  at  last  thoughtfully  and  thoroughly  debunked  Genealogy  of  his  own 
misconceived  ideas  and  prejudices.

THE  1924  MICHIGAN  REUNION 
July  28-24tfr 

DESCENDANTS  of  "Old  John  Tower"  of  Hingham  with  their  hus- 
bands, wives  and  children  to  the  number  of  over  one  hundred  gathered 
at  the  home  of  Ray  J.  Tower  of  Greenville,  Michigan  on  July  23  and  24, 
1924.  This  was  the  ninth  gathering  of  the  Tower  clan  since  1909,  the 
year  of  the  founding  of  the  Tower  Genealogical  Society.  This  was  the 
second  Tower  reunion  to  be  held  in  the  State  of  Michigan. 

It  is  well  known  that  descendants  of  John  Tower1  are  nearly  as  numerous  in 
Michigan  as  in  the  Old  Home  State  of  Massachusetts.  For  this  reason,  if  for  no 
other,  it  is  fitting  that  we  Towers  should  gather  in  Michigan  at  least  once  in  a 
decade.  Hut  there  were  other  reasons:  Many  of  us  remembered  with  pleasure 
that  first  Michigan  reunion  at  Detroit  in  1912  and  there  was  an  urge  to  repeat 
that  pleasure.  Yet  another  reason  was  the  hearty  invitation  of  Ray  J.  Tower, 
an  enthusiastic  member  of  our  society,  to  meet  with  him  at  Greenville  in  the 
western  part  of  the  state  and  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  where  many  of  those 
pioneer  Towers  settled  in  the  early  part  of  the  19th  century.

ANNUAL  MEETING  AND  REUNION  REPORTS 


The  writer  will  always  remember  that  visit  to  the  little  private  cemetery 
located  on  one  of  the  original  Tower  farms,  over  in  Kent  County,  not  far  from 
Wabasis  Lake. 

Here  the  ancestors  of  our  host  cleared  the  land,  shot  the  wolves  and  bears, 
and  fed  the  wondering  Indians.  We  visited  the  little  red  school  house  (now  painted 
yellow)  and  found  that  all  the  deserted  farms  are  not  in  New  England. 

This  screed  is  supposed  to  be  a  report  of  that  ninth  reunion  and  not  a  record 
of  the  writer's  personal  pleasures. 

The  night  before  the  first  day  of  the  reunion,  a  few  of  us  gathered  at  the  home 
of  our  host  and  recounted  the  pleasures  of  former  reunions,  renewed  acquaint- 
ances, studied  genealogy  and  altogether  had  a  very  enjoyable  evening. 

Wednesday  morning,  July  23,  1924,  was  bright  and  clear.  By  ten  o'clock 
the  clans  were  gathering  and  all  that  day  we  registered,  visited,  introduced  each 
other,  listened  to  good  music,  sang  songs,  and  had  a  most  enjoyable  time.  In 
the  evening,  about  fifty  Towers  attended  the  moving  picture  "Life  of  Lincoln" 
as  the  guests  of  Mr.  Ray  J.  Tower.  The  next  day  (he  writer  met  the  manager 
of  the  theatre  and  he  said  he  did  not  suppose  there  were  so  many  Towers  in  the 
United  States  and  I  informed  him  that  those  at  his  theatre  represented  less  than 
3/2  of  !%■  What  he  said  about  me  will  not  be  a  part  of  this  record,  although  it 
was  the  truth  1  had  told  him. 

Thursday,  July  24,  nearly  100  gathered  at  headquarters  and  by  entering 
automobiles  wen;  transported  to  the  Greenville  Country  Club  on  the  shores  of 
beautiful  Baldwin  Lake. 

Here  is  an  ideal  country  club  -  boating,  swimming,  fishing,  golfing,  and  best 
of  all  a  fine  dining  hall  in  the  club  house  for  eating.  Our  host  provided  an  excel- 
lent dinner.  A  fine  group  picture  was  taken  by  Hesselink  <k  Phillips  of  47  Ionia 
Avenue,  N.  W.,  Grand  Rapids,  Michigan. 

After  dinner  our  President,  James  Wallace  Tower  of  New  York  made  a  short 
address  of  welcome  and  on  behalf  of  the  Society  thanked  our  fellow  member, 
Ray  J.  Tower,  for  all  the  good  things  he  had  provided. 

The  principal  address  of  the  afternoon  was  made  by  Rev.  St.  Clair  Parsons, 
pastor  of  the  Greenville  Congregational  Church.  I  presume  this  excellent  address 
will  be  printed  in  full  in  the  next  annual  report  of  the  society. 

During  the  dinner  hour  there  was  group  singing  led  by  Mrs.  C.  R.  Knight 
and  excellent  solos  by  Mrs.  C.  E.  Roosa  of  Payette,  Ohio,  accompanied  by  Mrs. 
C.  B.  Rarden.  And,  possibly,  best  of  all  were  the  songs  by  a  quartette  of  young- 
sters -  Clement,  Dempster,  Homer,  and  Eleanor  Yinger,  three  brothers  and  sister. 

Our  secretary,  Walter  Lamont  Tower  of  Massachusetts,  gave  a  short  history 
of  the  Society  and  its  activities  and  made  a  strong  appeal  for  a  second  volume  of 
the  Tower  Genealogy.

December  31,  1925. 


Fellow  Members: 

We  are  again  sending  yon  out  greetings  together  with  a  Report  of  the  Society's 
happenings  for  the  years  1922-23-24-25.  This  covers  a  period  of  four  years  which 
is  rather  longer  than  we  would  like  to  have  it.  The  thought  comes  to  us  as  to  the 
possibility  of  issuing  the  reports  of  the  Society's  doings  oftener  in  a  smaller  and 
possibly  less  pretentious  volume.   This  is  a  matter  that  needs  consideration.

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SECRETARY'S  REPORT 


December  30,  1922. 

Mr,  President  and  Members: 

Owing  to  illness  in  my  family  during  the  past  year,  I  have  been  unable  to 
give  as  much  of  my  rime  to  the  collecting  of  genealogical  data  as  I  would  wish. 
However,  some  progress  has  been  made,  especially  in  checking  up  old  data  and 
securing  late  marriages  and  births  among  families  already  charted.

WISDOM  FROM  PRESIDENT  COOLIDGE 


Recently,  President  Coolidge  delivered  an  address.  Here  are  a  few  excerpts 
from  a  newspaper  report  of  the  President's  statements.  Read  them  twice  over, 
and  while  you  are  reading,  think. 

"Whether  one  traces  his  Americanism  back  three  centuries  to  the 
Mayflower  or  three  years  to  the  steerage,  is  not  half  so  important  as  whether 
his  Americanism  of  today  is  real  and  genuine;  no  matter  on  what  various 
erafts  we  came  here,  we  are  all  now  in  the  same  boat.  .  .  .  Whatever  tends 
to  standardize  the  community,  to  establish  fixed  and  rigid  modes  of  thought, 
tends  to  fossilize  society.  If  we  all  believed  the. same  thing  and  thought  the 
same  thoughts  and  applied  the  same  valuations  to  all  occurrences  about  us, 
we  should  reach  a  state  (4'  equilibrium  closely  akin  to  an  intellectual  paralysis. 
....  Many  useful  things  are  learned  from  those  who  disagree  with  us; 
and  even  when  we  can  gain  nothing,  our  differences  are  likely  to  do  us  no 
harm.  ....  But  among  some  of  the  varying  racial,  religious,  and  social 
groups  of  our  people  there  have  been  manifestations  of  an  intolerance  of 
opinion,  a  narrowness  of  outlook,  a  fixity  of  judgment,  against  which  we  may 
well  be  warned.  It  is  not  easy  to  conceive  of  any  thing  that  would  be  more 
unfortunate  in  a  community  based  upon  the  ideals  of  which  Americans  boast 
than  any  considerable  development  of  intolerance  as  regards  religion."

George  Pearce  Tower,  son  of  Peter  and  Olive  (Baldwin)  Tower,  was  horn  at 
Youngstown,  in  the  town  of  Porter,  state  of  New  York,  on  May  19,  1830.  His 
parents  were  true  types  of  the  sturdy,  straightforward  pioneers,  and  trained  then- 
children  accordingly.  All  through  his  life  the  benefits  of  his  early  training  were 
clearly  shown  in  his  character  for  he  always  endeavored  to  follow  closely  the 
Golden  Rule.  He  was  a  very  methodical  man  and  believed  fully  in  the  axiom 
"a  place  for  everything  and  everything  in  its  place".  On  May  23,  1800,  he  mar- 
ried Elizabeth  Peet,  daughter  of  Cyrus  and  Sally  V.  Pect,  and  to  them  were  born 
seven  children:  Frank  R.,  Fred  P.,  Sarah  E.,  Cyrus  P.,  Jenny  L.,  Peter  V.  and 
Porter  B.,  the  last  two  being  twins. 

George  Pearce  Tower  started  married  life  in  his  father's  general  store  at 
Tower's  Corners,  where  he  lived  until  1N04.  lie  then  moved  into  "The  little  red 
house  in  the  lane"  on  his  own  farm.  Here  he  lived  until  1878,  when  he  built  a 
large  modern  home  on  the  Lockport  road,  where  he  resided  up  to  the  time  of  his 
death.  He  was  a  careful  and  successful  farmer,  and  took  great  pride  in  the  fact 
that  no  weeds  could  be  found  in  his  fence  corners.  Fruit,  grain  or  stock  raised  on 
his  farm  was  always  of  the  best  and  had  a  wide  reputation  for  quality  among  the 
best  buyers. 
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His  wife,  Elizabeth  Peet  Tower,  died  December  15,  1879,  and  on  October  30, 
1882,  he  married  Mrs.  Mandana  W.  Holden. 

Those  who  knew  George  Pearce  Tower  regarded  him  as  a  fine  representative 
of  the  typical  American,  and  he  was  commonly  known  as  "Uncle  George".  With 
children  he  was  a  prime  favorite,  and  they  were  always  sure  to  find  candy  in  his 
pocket.  His  life  was  always  radiant  with  joy  and  happiness,  his  genial  smile  and 
merry  ringing  voice  made  him  welcome  everywhere.  He  is  survived  by  his  wife, 
six  children,  and  fifteen  grandchildren. 


THE  STORY  OF  WABASIS  (An  Indian  Chief) 

As  Related  by

In  1S39,  Isaac  Tower6  drove  from  Springfield,  Windsor  Count}-,  Vt.,  and 
settled  on  land  in  Oakfield  Township,  Kent  County,  Mich.  At  that  time  there 
was  at  Plainfield,  about  ten  miles  above  Grand  Rapids,  the  grave  of  an  Indian 
Chief  named  Wabasis  (White  Swan)  who,  as  a  mark  of  disrespect,  had  been  buried 
with  his  head  out  of  ground  facing  the  land  which  he  had  sold,  and  cheated  Indians 
out  of  their  share  of  the  price.  This  grave  was  surrounded  by  a  log  fence  to  keep 
out  wild  animals,  and  my  father  often  looked  through  the  cracks  of  that  fence 
and  saw  the  head  in  its  various  stages  of  decay.  And  from  the  Indians  themselves 
heard  the  legend. 

A  half  breed  Indian,  Wabasis  (White  Swan),  was  their  chief  and  sold  much  of 
their  land,  keeping  the  money.  They  were  angry;  many  wanted  him  killed,  but  at 
a  council  some  of  the  older  men  said:  "If  we  kill  him,  we  will  never  know  where 
he  hid  the  money,  but  if  he  lives  he  may  tell  some  one  where  he  hid  the  money, 
so  let  us  banish  him  to  some  place,  treat  him  well  while  there,  and  in  time  we  may 
find  the  money." 

They  banished  him  to  a  lake  in  Oakfield,  giving  him  a  hunting  ground  limited 
to  one  mile  from  shore  line,  and  if  any  Indian  found  him  beyond  this  limit  "kill" 
him.  He  was  careful  not  to  be  caught  off  his  reservation,  although  many  visited 
him  and  were  very  friendly.  Finally  after  years  of  such  friendliness  on  their  part, 
he  became  less  careful,  and  allowed  himself  to  be  coaxed  to  attend  a  green  corn 
feast  at  Plainfield,  and  while  there  was  killed  by  being  struck  with  a  fire  brand, 
and  was  buried  on  the  left  bank  of  the  river  as  you  go  down  stream. 

The  money  is  supposed,  by  many,  to  be  buried  somewhere  around  Wabasis 
Lake,  and  very  many  have  hunted  and  dug  for  "Wabasis  Gold",  and  quite 
recently  too.

ABOUT  GROUPS  AND  OUR  SOCIETY

FIVE  years  have  elapsed  since  the  last  printed  broadcast  of  the  Tower 
Genealogical  Society  was  sent  you.  In  that  time  the  writer's  pen  has 
grown  stiff  and  rusty  with  inaction,  but  as  the  ink  once  more  finds  its 
accustomed  channel  it  seeks  form  as  of  yore  in  words  of  heartiest 
greeting  to  the  members  of  this  Society  and  of  the  Tower  family  into 
whose  hands  this  Twenty-first  Annual  Report  may  fall. 

In  those  malarial  years  of  feverish  national  prosperity  and  chill  depression 
much,  we  hope,  of  joy,  and  much,  we  fear,  of  sorrow  has  entered  into  the  lives 
of  those  who  make  up  our  numerous  family.  A  glance  at  page  35  will  show  that 
our  mortality  rate  has  been  high.  As  we  regretfully  transferred  from  the  list  of 
Living  Members  to  our  Necrology  the  names  of  those  who  had  passed  over  the 
Great  Divide,  and  recorded  names  which  now  fill  the  spaces  they  left  vacant,  we 
were  reminded  that  "individuals  come  to  an  end,  but  groups  go  on."  For  "the 
group,"  as  a  sociologist  has  said,  "is  the  nearest  thing  to  immortality  that  we 
know  anything  about." 

Now  this  group  immortality,  or  longevity,  to  use  a  less  extravagant  expression, 
is  worth  our  attention  here.  For  it  is  not  a  thing  that  is  given  to  a  human  group 
outright  as  we  are  thought  to  possess  from  birth  souls  that  are  called  "immortal." 
It  is  something  which  a  group  must  win  or  achieve  for  itself  by  its  own  efforts, 
and  if  we  except  a  small  class  of  human  groups  to  which  our  genealogical  society 
belongs,  it  is  in  only  one  of  two  ways  that  this  self-perpetuation  is  accomplished: 
by  adoption,  or  by  generation. 

By  adoption,  that  is  to  say,  by  the  constant  addition  of  new  members  to  replace 
those  who  are  withdrawn,  your  lodge,  your  church,  your  club,  your  business  organi- 
zation become  for  a  longer  or  shorter  time  self-perpetuating.  Their  stability,  their 
longevity,  and  the  values  or  benefits  which  they  confer  upon  The  Great  Society 
about  us  are  dependent  upon  the  character,  ability,  purposes  and  cooperative 
spirit  of  the  members,  and  upon  many  other  factors. 

By  generation,  by  the  processes  of  birth  and  subsequent  nurture  of  the  indi- 
vidual within  the  home,  the  family,  probably  the  oldest  of  human  institutions,  is 
brought  into  existence  and  becomes  a  self-perpetuating  group.  By  birth  one  is  a 
member  of  this  or  that  family  and  potentially  the  trustee  and  transmitter  of  values 
that  no  other  human  group  or  institution  is  capable  of  conferring.  In  brief,  "It  is 
normally  in  the  family  that  first  and  most  deeply  the  child  learns  to  be  a  person 
and  to  treat  others  as  persons,  to  live  and  let  live,  to  do  as  he  would  be  done  by, 
to  be  cooperative,  sympathetic  and  loyal."  These  are  values  that  are  necessary 
to  the  stability  of  all  human  associations  and  institutions;  they  are  basic  to 
civilization  itself. 
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These  are  the  values  whose  destruction  is  threatened  today,  if  the  students 
of  human  society  interpret  the  signs  aright.  For  under  the  conditions  created  by 
modern  modes  of  living  even  the  integrity  of  the  immediate  family  (consisting 
of  father,  mother,  brothers,  sisters)  is  increasingly  difficult  to  maintain,  to  say 
nothing  of  that  continuity  of  family  traditon  which  formerly,  under  simpler 
conditions  of  living,  assured  to  civilization  the  preservation  of  those  character 
qualities  and  social  attitudes  that  only  respect  for  home  and  family  can  secure. 
Said  an  eminent  neurologist  in  the  writer's  hearing  not  long  ago:  The  family  is 
disappearing,  or  it  no  longer  transmits  to  the  children  those  basic  moral  acqui- 
sitions which  even  the  savage  secures  for  his  future  generations  by  rites  and 
customs  that  induce  in  the  young  respect  for  the  achievements  of  their  people. 
We  in  our  day  have  broken  with  the  past.  To  this  one  cause  more  than  to  any 
other  must  be  ascribed  the  fact  that  our  insane  asylums  are  crowded  and  the 
number  of  our  homicides  and  suicides  annually  increasing  by  leaps  and  bounds. 

Now  there  is  a  third  class  of  organized  groups,  for  the  most  part  distinctly 
modern.  The  societies  that  make  up  Class  III  are  the  slender  threads  that  span 
the  widening  gulf  between  the  past  and  present,  and  they  have  two  characteristics 
in  common.  They  grow  and  perpetuate  themselves  as  in  Class  I  by  adoption,  their 
continued  existence  being  dependent  upon  the  voluntary  assumption  of  member- 
ship in  them.  But,  second,  membership  in  these  societies  is  selective  on  the  basis 
provided  for  Class  II,  that  is  to  say,  the  applicant  must  be  of  a  certain  family. 
While  you  can  be  a  "Lion,"  or  a  "Rotarian,"  or  an  "Elk,"  whoever  you  are,  if 
your  qualifications  meet  the  approval  of  the  particular  society,  to  be  a  member 
of  a  genealogical  society  such  as  the  T.  G.  S.,  or  a  member  of  a  patriotic  society 
such  as  the  "Sons,"  or  "Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution,"  you  must  be  of 
a  certain  family,  or  the  descendant  of  some  one  who  took  part  in  events  the 
memory  of  which  the  patriotic  society  believes  worth  preserving  through  the 
channels  provided  by  family  tradition  and  record. 

It  is  not  my  purpose  here  to  defend  this  group  of  societies  against  the  charge 
frequently  leveled  against  them  by  the  thoughtless,  the  charge  that  they  are 
exclusive  and  "highbrow."  To  that  charge  enough  has  been  said  in  answer  on 
the  pages  of  previous  Reports.  The  real  object  of  these  societies  is  to  rescue  from 
threatened  destruction  in  our  over-individualistic  modern  society,  in  which  each  is, 
like  a  "hit-and-run"  motorist,  bent  on  his  own  concerns,  regardless  of  his  own 
and  of  others'  safety,  those  values  that  come  only  by  way  of  family  and  without 
which  no  ordered  civilization  can  endure.  Sometimes  I  think,  these  associations, 
having  become  more  clearly  conscious  of  their  common  ends,  will  unite  for 
greater  strength  and  accomplishment. 

That  is  as  it  may  be.  My  own  purpose  here  is  quite  definite.  It  is,  to  call 
attention  to  a  certain  weakness  that  is  inherent  in  my  society  which,  like  ours, 
must  maintain  itself  and  grow  by  the  principle  of  adoption,  but  which,  being 
based  also  upon  the  principle  of  generation,  cannot  range  abroad  in  The  Great 
Society  for  its  members  but  confines  its  selection  to  those  who  are  of  one  family. 
The  greater  need  is  there,  then,  that  all  who  are  members  of  our  Society  shall 
collaborate  to  the  fullest  extent  in  the  effort  which  it  is  now  making  to  enlarge 
its  membership  and  extend  the  sphere  of  its  influence  wherever  there  are  to  be 
found  those  who  bear  our  name,  or  who  are  members  of  our  family. 
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Second  only  to  the  need  for  this  cooperative  spirit  among  us  is  the  require- 
ment that  the  Society  shall  have  an  accurate  knowledge  of  the  names  and  present 
addresses  of  all  Towers  within  the  United  States  of  whom  it  is  possible  to  obtain 
information,  and  of  all  others  who  are  descendants  of  John  Tower  (1)  of  Hing- 
h.im,  Mass.  A  complete  and  trustworthy  address  list  is  a  paramount  necessity  if 
the  present  and  future  projects  of  the  Society,  among  them  the  publication  of  the 
proposed  NEW  TOWER  GENEALOGY,  are  to  be  furthered. 

"A  futile  undertaking,  impossible  of  execution!"  may  be  the  comment  of 
some  reader.  Not  at  all,  is  my  answer  with  the  wisely  devised  plan  of  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Society  in  mind.  For  "Data  Committees"  have  been  appointed  and 
pledged  to  secure  the  names  and  addresses  of  those  resident  within  the  state. 
A  do/en  or  more  of  these  committees  have  been  formed  and  each  week  adds  to 
the  number,  so  that  eventually,  if  the  need  arises,  forty-eight  will  be  engaged  in 
the  work  of  gathering  data. 

This  word  "data,"  it  should  be  carefully  noted,  includes  not  merely  ///// 
names  and  addresses,  but  all  information  obtainable  regarding  births,  marriages, 
deaths,  and  matters  of  biographical  and  genealogical  interest  concerning  members 
of  the  family,  yourself,  first  of  all.  The  obligation  is  laid  upon  us  all  as  members 
of  the  Society  to  assist  these  Data  Committees  by  prompt  reply  to  any  corres- 
pondence that  may  be  received,  or  by  voluntarily  sending  to  the  President  at  his 
office  in  Room  1303,  200  Fifth  Avenue,  New  York  City,  the  full  name  and 
address  of  any  Tower  of  whom  we  may  know,  or  which  we  may  obtain  through 
town  or  city  directory  or  telephone  book,  or  by  correspondence,  together  with 
any  item  of  interest  that  may  be  gathered. 

This,  then,  is  my  concluding  word.  Surely  it  is  not  a  heavy  burden  for  the 
Society  to  lay  upon  its  members,  who  by  this  uncostly  display  of  loyalty  will  not 
only  perform  a  work  that  is  necessary  for  its  future  effectiveness,  but  in  many 
instances,  at  least,  experience  now  and  then  a  pleasant  surprise  and  add  to  then 
circle  of  acquaintances  a  Tower  whom  they  had  not  known  as  a  neighbor.  To 
the  writer  this  happened  only  the  other  day. 
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PRESIDENT'S  MESSAGE

Fellow  Members: 

Again  our  greetings  go  to  you   together  with   a   Report  of  the  Society's 

happenings  covering  the  years  1926,  1927,  1928,  1929  and  1930,  which  we  hope 
you  may  enjoy  reading. 

Since  the  last  report  was  issued,  two  Reunions  have  been  held,  both  at  Hing- 
ham,  the  former  on  June  25,  1926,  and  the  latter  August  29,  1930.  Both  were 
successful  and  well  attended.  It  is  possible  that  you  may  wish  to  have  another 
reunion  in  1932  and  if  this  is  so,  when  and  where  should  it  be  held? 

At  the  Reunion  of  1930,  there  were  present  from  one  family,  two  brothers 
with  their  wives,  a  sister  and  the  widow  of  a  third  brother.  They  were  John 
Henry  Tower,  Vice  President  of  this  Society,  and  Mrs.  Georgie  Etta  (Batchelder) 
Tower,  Charles  Summer  Tower  and  Mrs.  Alice  L.  (Mayhew)  Tower,  Mrs.  Eliza- 
beth Maria  (Tower)  Clark  and  Mrs.  William  Arthur  Tower.  To  make  this  incident 
more  remarkable,  the  brothers  and  sister,  who  have  all  celebrated  their  fiftieth 
wedding  anniversaries,  were  born  in  the  Old  Tower  Homestead  at  South  Hingham, 
now  the  shrine  of  our  Society.  Those  of  you  who  have  a  copy  of  the  group  picture 
taken  at  this  Reunion  will  find  the  family  seated  side  by  side  in  the  lower  row 
beginning  with  third  from  the  right  hand  end  as  you  look  at  the  picture  and 
going  towards  the  left.  The  sister  is  between  the  brothers  with  John  Henry  Tower 
at  the  right. 

The  Society  has  been  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of  Mr.  John  Ibrook 
Tower  and  Mrs.  Helen  (Carter)  Tower,  his  wife.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Society 
on  August  29th,  1930,  Mr.  Tower  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Executive  Board 
and  Mrs.  Tower  Assistant  Secretary.  Mr.  Tower  is  a  son  of  the  late  George 
Warren  Tower,  first  President  and  founder  of  this  Society,  and  he  and  Mrs. 
Tower  now  live  in  the  Old  Homestead  at  South  Hingham,  where  they  are  always 
glad  to  welcome  any  of  our  members  or  any  of  the  descendants  of  our  common 
ancester,  John  Tower1  the  emigrant. 

The  Society's  mailing  lists  are  so  badly  out  of  date  that  we  are  now  endeavor- 
ing to  bring  them  up  to  the  present  time  and  have  formed  Committees  in  several 
of  the  States  where  some  of  our  members  are  now  actively  engaged  in  gathering  this 
information  and  data.  It  is  hoped  that  many  of  our  members  will  be  willing  to 
help  by  sending  the  names  and  addresses  of  their  families  or  those  by  the  name 
of  Tower  or  any  Tower  descendants  they  may  know  of  in  near  by  cities  or  towns. 
Examination  of  recent  directories  will  be  found  helpful  in  securing  this  informa- 
tion. 

We  were  in  hopes  of  being  able  to  report  actual  progress  in  the  matter  of 
publishing  a  second  volume  of  the  Genealogy  but  lack  of  funds  has  prevented 
this.  It  is  sincerely  hoped  that  some  means  can  be  found  for  financing  this  volume, 
data  for  which  is  nearly  completed  and  in  our  Secretary's  files.  Any  suggestions 
regarding  such  financing  will  be  received  gladly. 

Again  the  Necrology  list  given  at  the  end  of  this  report  is  a  long  one  and 
each  and  every  one  of  our  members  should  endeavor  to  interest  others  to  join 
the  Society.

DEATH  has  laid  its  hand  upon  the  membership  of  the  Society  since  the 
last  report  was  printed  and  distributed,  and  on  January  26,  1926,  took 
from  us  Dr.  Ralph  Winfred  Tower  of  New  York  City,  for  many 
years  Librarian  of  the  American  Museum  of  Natural  History  and 
Curator  in  several  of  its  departments. 
To  say  a  word  here  concerning  Dr.  Tower  is  for  me  a  valued  privilege,  . 
though  one  that  I  assume  with  reluctance,  aware  that  if  I  dwell,  as  inclination 
prompts,  upon  the  memories  evoked  from  an  acquaintance  with  him  enduring  more 
than  thirty-five  years,  upon  his  achievements  and  his  qualities  of  mind  and  charac- 
ter, for  which  I  have  felt  sincere  admiration,  I  shall  sacrifice  much  which  the 
reader  unacquainted  with  Dr.  Tower  should  know. 

Jt  is  probable  that  not  many  of  our  Society  knew  him  well.  He  did  not 
attend  the  reunions  frequently.  Located  in  the  heart  of  the  largest  and  busiest  city 
of  the  world,  doing  his  work  quietly,  persistently,  effectively  in  some  room  of  the 
Museum  far  from  the  city's  turmoil,  he  seemingly  had  little  time  or  inclination 
for  recreation  or  for  what  is  called  'society.'  Yet  his  interest  in  our  own  Society 
was  very  real.  My  personal  contacts  with  Dr.  Tower  were  infrequent  and  our 
correspondence  somewhat  desultory;  but  his  genial  smile,  his  hearty  greeting,  his 
willingness  to  lay  aside  work  for  conversation  upon  family  matters  and  T.  G.  S. 
projects,  made  the  occasional  hour  spent  with  him  in  the  Museum  one  of  the 
most  pleasurable  incidents  of  the  writer's  visits  to  New  York.  He  was  always 
approachable,  always  courteous,  and  his  keen,  though  kindly  humor  and  shrewd 
observations  upon  life  made  conversation  with  him  a  delight. 

Dr.  Tower  was  born  in  Amherst,  Mass.  on  May  2  1,  1870  and  obtained  his 
earlier  academic  education  at  Colby  and  Brown  Universities.  After  graduating 
at  the  latter  institution  in  1892  he  studied  at  Leipzig,  and  held  a  fellowship  at 
Harvard,  where  he  pursued  courses  in  the  Medical  School.  During  the  next  seven 
years  he  occupied  successively  the  positions  of  Demonstrator  of  Anatomy,  Instructor 
in  Chemical  Physiology,  and  Assistant  Professor  at  Brown  University.  In  1903  he 
was  appointed  Curator  of  Physiology  and  Librarian  of  the  American  Museum  of 
Natural  History,  positions  which  he  filled  with  consummate  ability  until  his  death. 
Through  his  labors  in  this  truly  national  institution  the  number  of  scientific 
volumes  increased  from  thirty  thousand  to  over  one  hundred  thousand.  During 
the  greater  part  of  this  quarter  of  a  century  he  served  the  Museum  also  in  the 
capacity  of  Curator  of  Anatomy,  and  of  Comparative  Physiology,  preparing,  or 
supervising  the  preparation  of  many  specimens  for  these  departments,  and  his 
executive  ability  displayed  in  the  management  of  a  Division  of  Printing  and 
Publicatons  drew  high  commendation  from  Dr.  Henry  F.  Osborn,  President  of 
the  Museum. 

Dr.  Tower  was  devoted  to  the  cause  of  science,  and  active  in  research  as 
far  as  his  time  and  duties  would  permit.  Hd  held  positions  in  various  scientific 
societies  and  was  the  author  of  numerous  scientific  articles.  For  many  years  he 
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was  connected  with  the  New  York  Academy  of  Sciences  as  Librarian,  Editor,  and 
Recording  Secretary.  Finally  the  work  of  this  venerable  organization  came  to  be 
wholly  under  his  direction. 

Although  Museum  and  Academy  interests  absorbed  most  of  Doctor  Tower's 
energy,  he  nevertheless  made  his  contributions  to  civic  affairs,  among  which  were 
his  fifteen  years  of  service  on  the  Library  Board  of  his  home  city,  New  Rochelle, 
N.  Y.  first  as  Treasurer  for  nine  years  and  then  as  President  of  the  Board  for 
the  last  six  years.  It  was  during  his  term  of  office  that  the  new  library  building 
was  erected  and  he  had  much  to  do  with  bringing  it  to  its  present  efficiency. 

Dr.  Tower  married  Bessie  Belle  West  on  August  31,  1893,  and  a  son, 
Laurence  West  Tower,  was  born  of  this  union.  Though  years  have  elapsed  since 
pneumonia  prematurely  cut  short  this  quietly  effective  life,  the  Society  has  reason 
to  regret  the  loss  which  it  sustained  in  the  death  of  this  member  who  so  adorned 
with  good  works  his  name  and  profession,  and  to  the  wife  and  son  whom  he 
left  behind  it  wishes  to  make  known  its  appreciation  of  his  services  to  the 
family  and  to  the  world  of  science.

Moved:  By  Charlotte  Sophronia  Tower  and  seconded  by  Sarah  (Heald) 
Tower  that  the  reading  of  these  three  reports  be  waived,  as  they  appear  in  full 
in  the  printed  reports  for  the  year's  1921 — 1922 — 1923 — 192-1 — 1925,  copies  of 
these  reports  being  in  the  possession  of  all  members. 

So  voted  unanimously. 

At  the  request  of  several  members  your  Corresponding  Secretary  gave  a 
resume  of  his  various  printed  reports  for  the  past  five  years.  Explaining  the 
present  unprotected  condition  of  the  vast  amount  of  genealogical  data  now  in  his 
possession.  He  said  that  the  data  ought  to  be  compiled  in  form  for  printing,  as  in 
this  way  it  would  be  possible  to  bring  out  the  missing  data,  much  of  which  could 
be  supplied  by  correspondence.  Miss  Florence  Estelle  Tower  asked  your  Corre- 
sponding Secretary  what  was  his  estimate  of  the  cost  of  tin's  compilation?  His 
reply  was:  That  it  is  a  difficult  question  to  answer.

He- 
answered  several  other  questions  and  closed  his  informal  talk  with  another  urgent 
appeal  for  funds  to  place  the  Tower  genealogical  data  now  in  his  possession  in 
such  condition  that  it  will  not  be  subject  to  loss  by  fire. 
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Reports  of  Committees: 

The  Chairman  of  the  1926  Reunion  Commitree,  Mrs.  Sarah  (Heald)  Tower, 
said  the  successful  reunion  now  in  progress  spoke  for  itself.  She  promised  to 
submit  a  written  report  at  a  future  date.  That  report  is  as  follows: 

On  June,  twenty-fifth,  1926  the  Tower  clan  held  their  tenth  reunion  in 
Hingham,  Mass.  at  the  Parish  House  of  the  oldest  church  in  use  in  the  United 
States.  It  was  said  by  many  who  had  attended  other  Tower  reunions  that  this 
was  one  of  the  best.  We  were  delighted  to  have  the  Ford  family  and  Dr.  Ely 
from  Ohio,  Ray  J.  Tower,  his  wife,  daughter  and  niece  from  Greenville, -Michigan, 
all  of  whom  came  by  automobile. 

The  Lend-a-Hand  Society  of  Hingham  furnished  us  with  a  very  good  dinner 
in  the  Parish  House  dining  room.  The  tables  were  decorated  with  flowers,  making 
them  very  attractive.  Preceding  the  dinner  Rev.  Carl  F.  Schultz  offered  prayer. 

After  dinner  we  all  gathered  on  the  hill  by  the  Old  Meeting  House  and  had 
a  group  picture  taken.  We  returned  to  the  Parish  House  for  our  annual  meeting. 
Music  was  furnished  by  our  own  Tower  orchestra  led  by  John  Henry  Tower. 
After  playing  several  well  known  selections  they  played  two  pieces  composed 
by  Mr.  Tower  which  we  greatly  enjoyed.  The  Rev.  Carl  F.  Schultz  talked  to  us 
about  family  reunions.  (Copy  of  this  address  appears  elsewhere.) 

After  the  Annual  meeting  many  visited  the  Old  Church  where  there  are 
many  interesting  things  to  see  including  the  Chimes  Tower.

Moved:  By  John  Henry  Tower  and  seconded  by  Gilbert  Judson  Tower  that 
the  President  be  authorized  to  appoint  a  nominating  committee  of  three  members 
to  propose  a  list  of  officers. 

So  voted  unanimously. 

The  President  then  appointed  John  Henry  Tower,  Charles  Wesley  Tower  and 
Charlotte  Sophronia  Tower  to  be  that  committee. 

While  this  committee  were  deliberating  the  descendants  and  their  friends 
listened  to  a  pleasing  and  scholarly  address  by  Rev.  Carl  F.  Schultz,  pastor  of  the 
Congregational  Church  of  Hingham  Center,  Mass. 

Reverend  Schultz  spoke  in  part  as  follows: 

The  Family  and  Our  Democracy 

Members  of  the  Tower  Family  Association.  I  have  greatly  enjoyed  the 
exercises  of  the  day,  and  greatly  appreciate  your  invitation  to  be  with  you.  A 
family  gathering  of  this  nature  has  great  value,  for  too  often  members  of  one 
branch  on  the  family  tree  are  unacquainted  with  members  of  another  branch  of 
that  same  tree.  The  story  is  told  of  a  wife  who  left  her  husband  at  home  to  put 
the  children  to  bed.  Later  in  the  evening  the  wife  returned  and  asked  her  husband 
what  success  he  had  had.  He  replied,  "They  all  went  to  bed  nicely  but  the  little- 
red  headed  fellow.  I  had  a  hard  job  putting  him  to  bed.'  The  wife  replied,  "No 
wonder,  he  is  our  neighbor's  child." 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  meer,  with  you  people  this  day  because  of  what  various 
members  of  your  family  have  done  for  the  civilization  of  your  country.   It  is 
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always  inspiring  to  study  and  reflect  upon  history  of  personal  interest.  A  tourist 
asked  the  guide  in  a  British  museum  what  167  B.C.  meant  over  the  casket  con- 
taining a  mummy.  The  guide,  who  had  no  respect  for  history  replied.  Oh,  that's 
probably  the  number  plate  of  the  car  that  hit  him."  History  has  more  value  to 
me,  and  I  am  sure  that  it  has  more  value  to  the  people  of  your  Association.  We 
cannot  but  be  better  and  better  members  of  the  Association  by  meeting  here  in 
this  reunion  and  thinking  upon  the  characteristics  of  the  early  Towers  who  came 
to  the.se  barren  New  England  coasts.  They  were  courageous,  brave,  loyal,  deserv- 
ing; and  you  are  descendants  and  to  you  falls  the  responsibilities  they  so  nobly 
upheld. 

In  these  days  one  often  wonders  what  counts  in  life  and  what  does  not.  That 
jingle  of  childhood  days  comes  to  me: 

"What  are  little  girls  made  oj? 
Sugar  ami  spice  and  all  things  nice. 
That's  what  little  girls  are  made  oj. 

"What  are  little  boys  made  oj? 

Sticks  and  snails  and  puppy  dogs'  tails. 

That's  what  little  boys  are  made  oj." 

You  are  not  asked  to  believe  the  jingle.  However  there  are  qualities  that  go  to 
make  life  worth  while,  and  these  I  find  in  the  life  of  our  American  families; 
and  these  same  characteristics  which  1  find  in  the  family  1  find  as  the  very  oasis 
upon  which  a  Democracy  is  built.  So  today  while  I  think  of  the  Family  and  Your 
Family,  and  think  of  the  qualities  which  hold  you  together  as  a  body,  I  look 
beyond  and  see  that  larger  human  family,  Our  Great  Democracy. 

There  are  many  qualities  that  I  might  mention  such  as  love,  friendship, 
brotherliness ;  but  first  I  will  consider, 

Understanding 

Too  much  mention  cannot  be  given  to  the  place  of  underst.inding.  The 
success  of  the  family  centers  around  the  ability  of  the  parents  to  understand  the 
child  and  the  child  to  understand  the  parents.  The  story  is  told  of  a  boy  who 
wanted  to  imitate  a  great  Saint.  The  Saint  had  stood  for  a  great  period  of  time 
upon  a  high  wall  so  the  youth,  Pierre  Loti  got  a  stool  and  placed  it  in  the 
middle  of  the  kitchen  floor.  After  being  urged  to  move  by  his  parents  and  nurse 
he  became  angry  and  said,  "It's  no  use  trying  to  be  a  Saint  in  your  own  family." 
The  family  is  where  people  know  you  best  and  love  you  best.  The  success  of  a 
democracy  depends  upon  understanding  as  well  as  does  that  of  a  family.  The 
peoples  of  our  nation  will  be  bound  together  in  unity  as  labor  and  capital:  black 
and  white,  rich  and  poor,  understand  each  other. 

Cooperation 

This  word  is  a  great  key  word  of  the  American  home.  Cooperation  was 
perhaps  better  illustrated  in  the  homes  of  yesterday  rather  than  in  the  homes  of 
to-day.  In  the  homes  of  the  past  each  had  their  tasks  to  do.  There  was  wood  to 
chop,  and  chores  to  do  for  the  boys.  There  were  dishes  to  wash,  beds  to  make, 
cooking  to  do,  and  rooms  to  sweep  for  the  girls.  To-day  I  often  go  into  many 
homes  where  each  member  of  the  family  has  his  or  her  regularly  assigned  task. 
I  first  learned  the  lesson  of  cooperation  in  the  home.  As  a  home  depends  on 
cooperation  for  the  accomplishment  of  its  tasks,  so  do  communities.  There  should 
be  the  same  type  of  cooperation  in  the  community.  Such  community  spirit  would 
give  to  communities  their  centers  of  recreation  and  places  of  pride.  There  is  an 
urgent  need  for  cooperation  within  a  democracy.  To-day  the  leaders  of  the  world 
are  hoping  and  laboring  for  a  closer  cooperation  among  nations,  that  wars  may 
cease  and  bloodshed  may  be  done  away.  It  is  for  the  family  to  show  by  illustra- 
tion how  through  understanding  and  cooperation  strifes  may  cease  and  peace  and 
good  will  may  come. 
Service 

Again  and  again  we  hear  of  those  who  say,  "Life  is  a  matter  of  dollars  and 
cents."  Although  there  are  those  who  interpret  life  with  dollar  signs,  there  are 
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many  who  even  as  Dr.  Marsh  of  Boston  University  says  spell  life,  SERVICE. 
The  mother  in  the  family  rises  early  and  works  till  late,  the  father  goes  to  work 
early  and  works  hard  during  the  day  for  service  to  their  family,  and  as  the  family 
grows  and  the  children  later  become  heads  of  families  they  too  accept  the 
responsibilities  of  life  and  service.  The  words  of  the  Master  of  life  are  true, 
"He  who  would  be  greatest  among  you  let  him  be  servant  of  all."  The  home  and 
the  family  are  touching  illustrations  of  the  power  of  sacrifice,  voluntary  service 
for  the  sake  and  betterment  of  human  lives.  Let  that  nation  count  herself  rich 
which  is  of  service  to  other  peoples.  There  must  be  service  in  times  of  peace  as 
well  or  greater  than  in  times  of  war,  Life  is  enriched  by  the  helping  of  others. 
"Have  you  had  a  kindness  shown — - 
Pass  it  on, 

'Twas  not  given  for  thee  alone — 
Pass  it  on, 

Let  it  travel  down  the  years, 
Let  it  wipe  another's  tears, 
'Till  in  heaven  the  deed  a p pears- 
Pass  it  on. 

Members  of  the  Tower  Family  Association,  as  you  go  from  the  exercises  of 
this  pleasant  and  historical  occasion  with  pleasant  thoughts  and  new  and  refreshed 
friendships  and  memories,  may  it  not  only  be  to  take  pride  in  the  splendid  history 
of  your  association,  but  may  it  be  to  make  history  in  which  coming  generations  may 
well  be  proud.  For  in  perpetuating  the  fine  qualities  of  those  of  your  association, 
and  the  worth  while  characteristics  of  family  life  you  are  making  possible  and 
safe,  Our  American  Democracy.

This  vote  needs  a  word  of  explanation: 

The  late  George  Warren  Tower  made  certain  pledges  to  James  Wallace- 
Tower  to  contribute  funds  to  help  finance  the  second  volume  of  the  Tower 
genealogy  and  the  1931  Reunion,  the  amounts  of  which  were  not  stated.  George 
Warren  Tower  held  a  note  of  $116.00  against  the  Tower  Genealogical  Society 
for  money  loaned  to  the  Society.  In  order  to  liquidate  that  note  James  Wal lace-

Businfss  Meeting:

President's  Report: 

The  Society  has  made  a  gradual  advance  since  our  last  meeting,  both  in 
numbers  and  finances,  all  of  the  bills  have  been  paid  and  there  are  no  debts 
against  the  Society.  Evidence  of  this  will  be  found  by  reading  the  reports  of 
our  various  officers. 

I  am  sorry  not  to  be  able  to  report  a  greater  progress  made  in  financing 
the  new  genealogy  but  the  business  conditions  throughout  the  country  for  the 
past  few  years  are  responsible  for  this. 

In  closing,  J  wish  to  thank  all  of  our  officers  for  their  help  and  hearty 
cooperation;  without  this  we  could  not  have  carried  on. 

Recording  Secretary's  Report: 

The  Recording  Secretary's  report  was  contained  in  the  minutes  of  the  previous 
meeting  which  were  read  and  approved  at  the  opening  of  this  meeting. 

Corresponding  Secretary's  Report: 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  made  a  brief  report,  not  written,  in  which  he 
said  in  part,  "During  the  past  three  or  four  years  your  Corresponding  Secretary 
has  not  been  able  to  give  adequate  attention  to  the  correspondence  of  the  Society, 
much  less  to  continue  the  genealogical  labor  that  this  office  entails.  It  has  been 
th  hope  and  ambition  of  your  Secretary  and  Historian  that  during  the  period  of 
his  tenure  of  office  a  second  volume  of  the  Tower  Genealogy  might  be  compiled 
and  possibly  printed. 

As  I  have  frequently  told  you  much  of  the  data  necessary  for  this  new 
volume  is  at  hand,  and  before  much  more  can  be  economically  collected  a  com- 
pilation of  what  is  now  in  my  files  should  be  started,  in  order  that  a  skeleton 
of  the  work  can  be  placed  before  the  new  Secretary.
